Philadelphia, April 30.—Martha Ko- 
rais, a comely Prussian girl, was shot 
and instantly killed here under un- 
usual circumstances by Franz Bndru- 
kat, an enraged lover, who after mur- 
dering the girl sent a bullet Into his 
own brain Inflicting a wound from 
which he cannot recover. 


Endrukat, who was angry because 
the girl wowld not marry him. follow- 
ed her to this country from the Prov- 
ince of Pomeranla. in Rhelnlsh Russia, 
where four years ago he attempted to 
kill her by beating her over the head 
with a hatchet. After this attempt he 
cut his throat I n ^ n effort to end his 
life and after lying for four months 
In a hospital, according to the Infor- 
mation given to the coroner, he was 
sentenced to one year and eight months 
Imprisonment. 
How he got Into this 
country with a penal record has not 
been ascertained. 
After the assault 
In Europe, Miss Korals. who was the 
daughter of a physician and a school 
teacher, came to Philadelphia. 
En- 
drukat, despite the refusal of the girl 
to marry him In his native country, 
followed her to America and to Phila- 
delphia. He went to work at Cramp's 
ship yards and boarded In the northern 
section of the city. 
Miss Korals se- 
cured a place as maid In the home of 
August Ramsteln, in the southern sec- 
tion of the city. 


Endrukat came upon the girl In the 
street on Easter and Immediately en- 
deavored to renew his attentions. 
He 
•was repulsed. 
He followed the girl 
about and threatened to kill her un- 
less she married him. 
Finally Miss 
Korals caused a warrant to be issued 
for his arrest, but at the last minute 
she declined to prosecute him. 


Endrukat followed the girl from the 
home of her employer to a nearby bak- 
ery and pressed his suit In the store. 
The girl in fear told him she would 
sooner die than marry him, whereupon 
he drew a revolver and sent two bul- 
lets Into her brain. 
He then turned 
the weapon against himself and sent 
one of the leaden missiles Into his 
head, falling unconscious across 
the 
body of the girl. Endrukat is 33 years 
of age and his victim was 22.

OUR SWEET TOOTH 


Will Take 5,000,000,000 Pounds Sugar 
To Satisfy It This Year. 


Washington. April 29. — The

sumption of sugar In the United States 
In the fiscal year which ends with the 
month of June will probably exceed 
that of any earlier year In the history 
of the country, according to a state- 
ment issued by the bureau of statis- 
tics of the department of commerce 
and labor.

pounds In round numbers, while the

nine months of the high record year of 
1903 was 3,606,000,000.

SLAYS WOMAN HE 1 
PURSUED OVER SEA 


Philadelphia, April 30.—Martha Ko­ 
rais, a comely Prussian girl, was shot 
and instantly killed here under un­ 
usual circumstances by Franz Endru- 
kat, an enraged lover, who after mur­ 
dering the girl sent a bullet into his 
own brain Inflicting a wound from 
which he cannot recover. 


Endrukat, who was angry because 
the girl would not marry him, follow­ 
ed her to this country from the Prov­ 
ince of Pomerania, in Rheinish Russia, 
where four years ago he attempted to 
kill her by beating her over the head 
with a hatchet. After this attempt he 
cut his throat in<gp effort to end his 
life and after lying for four months 
in a hospital, according to the infor­ 
mation given to the coroner, he was 
sentenced to one year and eight months 
imprisonment. 
How he got into this 
country with a penal record has not 
been ascertained. 
After the assault 
in Europe, Miss Korais, who was the 
daughter of a physician and a school 
teacher, came to Philadelphia. 
En­ 
drukat, despite the refusal of the girl 
to marry him in his native country, 
followed her to America and to Phila­ 
delphia. He went to work at Cramp's 
ship yards and boarded in the northern 
section of the city. 
Miss Korais se­ 
cured a place as maid in the home of 
August Ram&tein, in the southern sec­ 
tion of the city. 


Endrukat came upon the girl in the 
street on Easter and immediately en­ 
deavored to renew his attentions. He 
was repulsed. 
He followed the girl 
about and threatened to kill her un­ 
less she married him. 
Finally Miss 
Korais caused a warrant to be issued 
for his arrest, but at the last minute 
she declined to prosecute him. 


Endrukat followed the girl from the 
home of her employer to a nearby bak­ 
ery and pressed his suit In the store. 
The girl in fear told him she would 
sooner die than marry him, whereupon 
he drew a revolver and sent two bul­ 
lets Into her brain. 
He then turned 
the weapon against himself and sent 
one of the leaden missiles Into his 
head, falling unconscious across 
the 
body of the girl. Endrukat Is 33 years 
of age and his victim was 22.

that of any earlier year in the history 
of the country, according to a state­ 
ment issued by the bureau of statis­ 
tics of the department of commerce 
and labor. The total quantity of sugar 
imported in the nine months ending

March last was 
3,692,000,000 
pounds In round numbers, while the 
quantity brought in during the first 
nine months of the high record year of 
1903 was 3,606,000,000. It is estimated 
that the production of sugar in this 
country in 
1906 
was 
1,304,000,000 
pounds, which exceeds by 14,000,000 
pounds the figures of the former high 
record year 1905.

DOWN TO DEATH WITH PIER 


Workmen Hurled Into Harbor By £ 0|. 
lapse of Structure. 


Baltimore, April 23.—With a roar 
that terrified thousands and a rush 
that drove a wave six feet high to dis 
tant parts of the inner harbor of Bal­ 
timore, nearly half of a new pier un­ 
der construction at Locust Point, broke 
away from the shore end and plunged 
into the water. 


Out of the wreckage 10 dead bod­ 
ies have been taken, and 18 men are 
suffering from injuries more or less 
severe. 


While many theories are advanced, 
no one is» willing to say with anything 
like certainty why the catastrophe oc­ 
curred. The new pier was being built 
by the Baltimore Bridge company and 
the McLean Contracting company for 
the Baltimore & Ohio railroad and was 
to have been used by the steamers of 
the Johnson line. 
It was a two-story 
structure, 930 feet long, about 500 feet 
of it being on land. The water end 
was built upon piles. There were heard 
warning cracklings, and the workmen 
were being called to places of safety

WERE PADDED 


Harrisburg, Pa„ April 25.—More tes­ 
timony to show that Payne A Co., con­ 
tractors for the interior work of the 
rapltol under a special contract wit* 
the board of public grounds and build* 
Ings, had padded bills on stationery 
secured surreptitiously from the offices 
of sub-contractors, was produced be­ 
fore the capitol Investigating commls* 
sion. 


The principal witness who testified 
in this regard was Edwin F. Morse, 
president of the Morse, Williams A 
Co., elevator manufacturers, of Phila­ 
delphia. This firm, witness testified, 
had offered to extend the capitol ele­ 
vators to the attic for $9990, in addi­ 
tion to the charges in their original 
contract for supplying all the elevators 
in the building. 


Several bills made out by Payne and 
paid by the state on the stationery of 
the Morse company for the elevator 
extension 
amounted 
to 
$15,504.07, 
showing that Payne had made a profit 
of $5604.07 on this one item. 
Other 
sub-contractors under Payne, repre­ 
senting Philadelphia firms, gave testi­ 
mony along the same line as that pro­ 
duced by Mr. Morse, showing that 
Payne also has secured surreptitiously 
and used without their knowledge a 
number of their bill heads for the same 
purpose. 


Charles G. Wetter, partner of George 
F. Payne, made the following state­ 
ment in explanation of the bills made 
out on the stationery of sub-contrac­ 
tors: 


“We had $130,000 tied up In the attic 
work of the capitol and were simply 
4up against it.* The only way we could 
get our money was by pursuing the 
method we did. We were advised to 
proceed in this manner by the board 
of public buildings and grounds.** 


Four sub-contractors 
testified that 
bills amounting to $53,559.11, collected 
by Payne from the state, were not ren­ 
dered by them. The actual cost of their 
work was $35,665.20, leaving a differ­ 
ence of $17.893.91 in favor of Payne. 


The testimony of Jacob M. Shenk, 
of Lebanon, showed that the figures 
which he quoted on serpentine marble 
for the senate and house chambers 
were too low to please Joseph M. Hus­ 
ton, architect of the capitol, and Phil­ 
ip H. Johnston, a Philadelphia archi­ 
tect, and a brother-in-law of Israel W. 
Durham, a former state insurance com­ 
missioner. Mr. Shenk said that he ne­ 
gotiated with Joseph P. yReed for the 
serpentine marble specified for the 
wainscoting In the senate and house 
chambers.

DAVID W ILLCOX A SUICIDE 


Former Railroad President Killed Him* 
self On Steamer« 


New York, April 27.—David Willcox, 
former president of the Delaware A 
Hudson Railroad company, committed 
suicide by shooting at sea last Wed* 
nesday, while a passenger on the North 
German Lloyd steamer Barbarossa, ac* 
cording to a report made to Health 
Officer Doty by Captain Langrenter.

I-Ier own baby was a fat. crowing 
youngster of nine months at the time 
and she was bringing her up on pork 
and beans by way of making her 
hardy for the life that was before 
her.

The great >Sphlnx of 
no inscrlptlori by which we can tell 
its date. 
In 1816 Oevlglla. who in 
modern times was the first to clear 
away the sand, found between 
its 
paws a stele of the reign of Thothmea 
IV 
and, therefore. Is was believed 
that the Sphinx was carved by that 
monarch. 
But In 1858 the excavation 
of Mariette uncovered a stele bear- 
ing the name of Cheops, on which is 
a reference to the Sphinx. 
The in- 
scrlptlon is evidently of a late per- 
iod but is supix)sed .to be an exact 
copy of an ancient carving, and the 
translation 
seemed 
to 
place 
the 
Sphinx 
earlier than the Pyramids, 
and const^quently to prove It the most 
ancient piece of work In the world. 
Still there remained four lines carved 
the base which could not be read, 
but M. Daressy has now deciphered 
them, and it appears that the inscrip- 
tion Is In two parts. In the earlier 
lines there Is no mention 
of 
the 
Siphinx. hut the lines which date from 
the Persian occupation mention the 
repair of the Sphinx. There Is. there- 
fore. nothing by which we can tell 
the date of the monument, and the 
ouly evidence we have is the head- 
dress of the Colossus. 
Its hood Is 
ornamented behind with three bands, 
a 
large 
one between two 
smaller 
bands. 
Now this is a fashion which 
only existed toward the end of the 
twelfth dynasty In the reigns of Usur- 
tesen HI. and Amenemhat III. As this 
family showed much zeal for the god 
Harmaklin. whose portrait the 'Sphinx 
Is, it is probable that the monument 
i-3 the work of Amenemhet III.—Lon- 
don Globe.

"Mllner James was the most artis- 
tic safe breaker in the business." said 
Lecoq the detective.

" 'It took me a year/ he once said, 
'to learn the trick of picking com- 
binations. I studied all the locks there 
were, and I had three safes of differ- 
ent makes to practice on. The ear is 
the most important factor 
in 
my 
method, and it must be held tight 
against the safe door on a line with 
the tumblers. 
When the knob of the 
lock is turned slowly and one of the 
tumblers reaches the corresponding 
notch to the first number of the com- 
bination the tumbler will fall with a 
little click. 
Care must be taken not 
to displace this tumber. 
You keep 
on trying the knob back^ and forth 
genty till each of the tumblers drops.

Flight W i t h Aerial 
Fans. 


One of the latest contributions to 
aerial flight is that of M. J. Weising, 
of The Hague. 
He has taken out a 
German 
patent 
for 
his 
Invention, 
which is officially described as 
"a 
steering and driving: machine for air- 
ships composed of ventilators." 


The apparatus as described in the 
specifications of the patent is as sim- 
ple as it is ingenious, says the Paris 
Herald. The airship is of the usual 
cigar shape, with a platform under- 
neath. 
On either side of this plat- 
form are placed three ventilators, with 
a seventh at the extremity to replace 
the usual rudder. 


Within each ventilator is placed a 
fan driven by machinery. 
When it is 
desired that the balloon should ascend 
the mouths of 
the 
ventilators 
are 
turned towards the ground. The down- 
ward rush of the air forces the air- 
ship upward. As soon as the desired 
level has been reached the ventila- 
tors are swung round so that the direc- 
tion of their mouths are parallel with 
the platform. 
The backward rush of 
the air then drives the airship for- 
ward.—Philadelphia Ledger.

aiming a jet of oxygen gas at it, mov- 
ing t i e jet along the line at which 
the separation is to be effected 
The 
preliminary operation of heating he 
conducts with the iiame of an oxyhy- 
drogen lamp, but any other method 
would probably do as well. 
TIi^ spe- 
cial advantage of this plan probably is 
that it makes It possible to concen- 
trate the heat along a narrow 'belt, 
instead ot applying it to the wholo 
plate, or the greater part of it. 
I h e 
union of oxygen with metal, as with 
wood or coal is really a form of com- 
bustion. This is still true when both 
the metal and gas are cold and when 
the product is nothing but rust. Thej 
unite much more rapidly when the 
temperature is raised, however, and 
in,that case there is an increase 
heat from the burning of the metal.

He has been test- 
ing a machine ' whose operator can 
milk two cows at once and save a lot 
of time. 
It costs $1.000 to equip a 
dairy of 100 cows with exsht milking 
machines and a four horse-power en- 
gine to provide suction. 


The milk is cleaner, according to 
Bacteriologist Stocking, of the Connec- 
ticut Agricultural College. Says he in 
a recent Government bulletin: 


"In spite of the extremely high total 
number of bacteria in the machine- 
drawn milk, the number of liquefying 
organisms is in nearly every case very 
much smaller than In the correspond- 
ing hand-.drawn milk. It is this group 
which contains putrefactive organisms 
which get into milk principally from 
stable filth, and these organisms, pro- 
ducing putrefactive fermentations in 
the milk, are believed to cause serious 
digestive troubles with children."

Met 
after sunset, in a lonely meadow, 
says a writer in the Strand Magazine, 
who describes his attem pt to capture 
one, this huge bird is Indeed terrify­ 
ing unless the traveler is familiar 
with the species, and remembers that 
unless wounded or cornered the bird 
will flee rather than stop and fight. 


When I started out to capture one 
of those whooping cranes, says the 
writer, luck favored me, and I sight­ 
ed a pair of them, 
I aimed at and 
wounded one. 
Running up to whero 
it lay on the ground I thought either 
to capture the bird alive or bag it. 
Then ensued one of the fiercest bat­ 
tles I have either witnessed or taken 
part in, and I have stalked big game. 


The wounded bird rose with 
a 
scream the minute I approached and 
stood on the defensive. 
I swung my 
lasso and missed. 
This attack infu­ 
riated the bird still more, and with 
enormous and powerful bill extended 
it charged full at me. 


Once It ¿truck me on the neck, a 
second time it caught me on the right 
arm, and made it limp and useless 
for three days. 
The third nip was 
on my hand. 


As it fought it uttered its terrible 
war cry, and when I thought I had 
succeeded in tiring it out, and was 
counting on creeping up and giving 
it a finishing touch with a short blade 
which I carried, I heard an answer­ 
ing call, and saw circling over us an­ 
other of these huge birds. 


That was one too many for me. 
I 
took to my heels and ran for shelter, 
vowing never to interfere with the 
creatures again. 


How Old it the Sphinx?—No One 


Knows. 


The great 'Sphinx of Ghlzeh* bears 
no inscription; by which we can tell 
its date. 
In 1816 Ceviglia, who in 
modern times wfas the first to clear 
away the sand, found between its 
paws a stele of the reign of Thothmes 
IV., and, therefore, is was believed 
that the Sphinx was carved by that 
monarch. 
But in 1858 the excavation 
of Mariette uncovered a stele bear­ 
ing the name of Cheops, on which is 
a reference to the Sphinx. 
The in­ 
scription is evidently of a late per­ 
iod but Is supposed .to be an exact 
copy of an ancient carving, and the 
translation 
seemed 
to 
place 
the 
Sphinx 
earlier than the Pyramids, 
and consequently to prove it the most 
ancient piece of work in the world. 
Still there remained four lines carved 
on the base which could not be read, 
but M. Daressy has now deciphered 
them, and it appears that the inscrip­ 
tion is in two parts. In the earlier 
lines there is no mention 
of 
the 
Siphinx, but the lines which date from 
the Persian occupation mention the 
repair of the Sphinx. There is, there­ 
fore, nothing by which we can tell 
the date of the monument, and the 
only evidence we have is the head­ 
dress of the Colossus. 
Its hood is 
ornamented behind with three bands, 
a large one between two smaller 
bands. 
Now this is a fashion which 
only existed toward the end of the 
twelfth dynasty in the reigns of Usur- 
tesen III. and Amenemhat III. As this 
family showed much zeal for the god 
Harmaklin, whose portrait the «Sphinx 
is, it is probable that the monument 
is the work of Amenemliet III.—Lon­ 
don Globe.

Flight With Aerial Fans. 


One of the latest contributions to 
aerial flight is -that of M. J. Weising, 
of The Hague. 
He has taken out a 
German 
patent 
for 
his 
invention, 
which is officially described as “a 
steering and driving machine for air­ 
ships composed of ventilators.’’ 


The apparatus as described in the 
specifications of the patent is as sim­ 
ple as it is ingenious, says the Paris 
Herald. The airship is of the usual 
cigar shape, with a platform under­ 
neath. 
On either side of this plat­ 
form are placed three ventilators, with 
a seventh at the extremity to replace 
the usual rudder. 


Within each ventilator is placed a 
fan driven by machinery. 
When it is 
desired that the balloon should ascend 
the mouths of the ventilators 
are 
turned towards the ground. The down­ 
ward rush of the air forces the air­ 
ship upward. As soon as the desired 
level has been reached the ventila­ 
tors are swung round so that the direc­ 
tion of their mouths are parallel with 
the platform. 
The backward rush of 
the air then driyes the airship for­ 
ward.—-Philadelphia Ledger. 


Milking by Machine. 


Must the milkmaid follow tfle spin­ 
ning-wheel girl into oblivion or be re­ 
membered only in the# comic-opera 
chorus? 


Prof, C. B. Lane, of tho United 
States Bureau of Animal .Industry, 
doubtless thinks so. He has been test­ 
ing a machine whose operator can 
milk two cows at once and save a lot 
of time. 
It costs $1,000 to equip a 
dairy of 100 cows with eight milking 
machines and a four horse-power en­ 
gine to provide suction. 


The milk is cleaner, according to 
Bacteriologist Stocking, of the Connec­ 
ticut Agricultural College, Says he ill 
a recent Government bulletin: 


“In spite of the extremely high total 
number of bacteria in the machine- 
drawn milk, the number of liquefying 
organisms is in nearly every case very 
much smaller than in the correspond­ 
ing hand-drawn milk. It is this group 
which contains putrefactive organisms 
which get into milk principally from 
stable filth, and these organisms, pro­ 
ducing putrefactive fermentations in 
the milk, are belieyed to cause serious 
digestive troubles with children.1' 


H orsehair Leaders, 


Theodore Gordon advises against 
the use of horsehair leaders as being 
unsatisfactory compared with good 
silkworm gut. 
He might have actded 
the fact that the old-scliool anglers of 
Great Britain, who favor horsehair

Cutting Metal With Gas. 


A new process which may prove usei 
ful to metal workers in certain cases 
has been invented by a Belgian, nam­ 
ed Felix Jottrand. 
He has shown 
that it is possible to cut an iron plate 
in two by heating it red hot, and then! 
aiming a jet of oxygen gas at it, mov­ 
ing the jet along the line at which' 
the separation is to be effected. 
The 
preliminary operation of heating he 
conducts with the flame of an oxyhy- 
drogen lamp, but any other method 
would probably do as well. 
TIi\ spe­ 
cial advantage of this plan probably is 
that it makes it possible to concen­ 
trate the heat along a narrow ‘belt, 
instead of applying it to the whole 
plate, or the greater part of it. 
The 
union of oxygen with metal, as with* 
wood or coal is really a form of com­ 
bustion. This is still true when both 
the metal and gas are cold and when 
the product is nothing but rust. They 
unite much more rapidly when the 
temperature is raised, however, and 
in »that case there is an increase 
heat from the burning of the metal. 
The Jottrand process, it is said, melts 
the iron along the line to which the 
oxygen jet is directed, and it flows 
freely from the crevice.

Some of the pleasantest memories 


of ray life as a boy, on the borne farm 
in Southern Michigan, carry me back 
over forty rears to the time of an- 
nual maple sugar making. During 
the ten years over which my exper- 
ience extended in this matter the in- 
dustry took on, at least, three stages 
of improvement which were distinct- 
ly marked. 
In the first stage both 


the apparatus and the method were 
crude; in this stage the tree was 
tapped by cutting with aa ase a 
notch through the bark and more or 
less deeply into the outside wood; 
this notch was so cut as to slope 
downward, with the lower lip, or 
edge, pitching inward and down- 
ward, so as to catch the sap and carry 
it to the lower end of the cut or 


j notch, where it was caught by a 


"spile" driven into the tree just be- 
low this end of the cut, and carried 
to a point far enough from the tree 
to be caught in a sap trough as it 
dropped from the end of the spile. 


These spiles were made during the 


preceding winter from blocks or bolts 
of straight grained basswood (lin- 
den), cut of the right length and 
then split into strips of the correct 
width, which resembled 
sections 


sawed from planks. 
The "tapping

sel, with an edge curved into an arc 
of from thirty to forty-five degrees, 
•was then used in splitting these 
strips crosswise, and so the strips 
resembled 
short, 
open 
troughs, 


curved like the gouges at the upper 
end, where it had been used to snlit 
them off. 


Then, with a sharp jackknife these 


spiles were finished by cutting this 
end of the rough spile from the un- 
der side to an edge, so that when 
completed it had the same shape and 
size as the gouge. 


When the tree had been tapped, as 


before described, the gouge was driv- 
en into it by means of a mallet, 
where the spile was to be inserted; 
then it was taken out, and the spile 
was quickly and tightly driven into 
the cavity just made. Many a pleas- 
ant winter evening I helped my fath- 
er make these spiles. 


In the winter days we used to 


make the sap troughs from green 
basswood trees from ten to fifteen. 
inches in diameter, cut into lengths 
of 
about thirty 
inches, split into 


halves and each hollowed out with 
an ase, so as to form an open trough 
closed at the ends and holding sev- 
eral quarts. 
When these troughs 


were made they were placed over a 
fire -with tlie bottom upward and 
burned inside until they were black 
with coal to keep them from cheek- 
ing when used ia the warm spring 
weather as they seasoned. 
Some- 


times these troughs were made of 
ash and cherry; both of these, how- 
ever, before becoming seasoned were 
likely to color the sap. 


In the first stage, too, the sap was 


frequently gathered in pails and car- 
ried to a "store trough" hollowed out 
from a large log, after which it was 
boiled in cauldron kettles until it be- 
came a thick syrup, and then it was 
taken out and to the house to be 
"sugared off" by the women of the 
household; this added materially to 
the burden of their work during the 
early springtime. 
When the sap was 


running fast or there was a "good 


place of the crude sap trough, while 
the cauldron kettle gave way to the 
large, open rectangular boiling pan, 
placed over an arch made of stone or 
brick, with a chimney, and instead 
of carrying the sap by hand to the 
"store trough" it was drawn on a 
sap sled, carrying two barrels, and 
drawn by a team of horses or oxen; 
then, too, it became the custom to 
"sugar off" in the woods, and to 
bring the completed product home at 
night in so many cakes, weighing 
from two to three pounds, of hard, 
glistening, toothsome sugar, with a 
flavor that no boy who ever tasted its 
sweetness can ever forget! 


The "sugaring off," too, possessed 


a rare interest, and took quick, ac- 
curate judgment. ' The way to tell 
when the sugar was done or when 
the grain was sufficiently hard was 
to test it by taking a small beech 
twig and tying one end of it into a 
loop, say. the size of a penny or a 
ten-cent piece, and then dipping it 
into the boiling syrup and raising it 
out and blowing through the loop 
with the syrup still clinging across 
it. 
"When the sugar v.-as ready tp 


take off one could thus blow a string 
of papery white sugar bubbles sev- 
eral feet Ions. Then, too, there were 
other 
tests, like 
noting that the 


syrup boiled up into large bubbles 
that burst like those of boiling soap 
when of the right thickness, and also 
the testing by putting some of the 
hot syrup oa a. cake of ice and noting 
how hard the wax thus formed be- 
came. 


la the third stage the axe gave 


way to the "tapping bit" or augur; 
the sheet iron spile to the round spile 
of sumac driven into the hole made 
by the "tapping bit" (which has now 
given place to a corresponding gal- 
vanized iron spile of like form), the 
"store trough" to a large rectangular 
vat, made of plank, or to one in the 
form of a large tub hooped with iron, 
and the ordinary, open, rectangular 
"boiling pan" to the covered vacuum 
pan, while the wooden bucket or pail 
gave place to one made of tin. 


Many a night have I seen my fath- 


er make these sumac spiles, as we 
sat by the great fire in the fireplace 
of our humble log house home. " The 
sumac was gathered from the partly 
cleared fields, brought home and 
sawed np into pieces about a foot 
long, and then it was ready for the 
further process of completion; about 
one inch, and a half from one end it 
would be sawed to the middle of the 
pith, and then the upper half of the 
longer part was split off and the 
other end whittled with a jackknife 
to fit a hole made in a board with 
the "tapping: bit." The finishing 
touches were made by burning out the 
pith with a redhot tine from a com- 
mon hand hayfork. 
The making of 


500 or 600 of thes spiles occupied 
many a busy winter evening of the 
farmer, who, besides this, during the 
short days of winter must see to cut- 
ting and drawing up sufficient dry 
wood for use in this industry in the 
early spring. 
The proper working 


of a good sized "sugar bush" like my 
father's, 
some 
600 trees, was no 


small task. It was hard work, we 
often had wet feet as we gathered

Almost any line of study 


can be made profitable in agriculture, 
though, to be sure, some are more 
valuable than others. 
No matter 


how much we think we know about 
farming, there is still locked up in 
every part of the old farm secrets 
that will one by one reveal them- 
selves to us while we live. 


Farming is a profitable business. 


This is often disputed, but if you or 
your neighbors aren't making any 
money whose fault is it? 
Are you 


doing the best you know how? Look 
about you and see if there are not a 
great many little leaks which might 
be stopped. Are you attending your 
crops to the limits? Have you good 
animals and only as many as you can 
feed? 
These questions and others 


will crowd you mind if you will re- 
flect a moment. We admit that farm- 
ing is not extremely profitable with all 
farmers, and this condition prompts 
us to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity of encouraging the farmers to 
educate their boys into a more thriitv 
standard of farmers than their fath- 
ers have besn.

Some of the pleasantest memories 
of my life as a boy, on the home farm 
in Southern Michigan, carry me back 
over forty years to the time of an- 
nual maple sugar making. 
During 
the ten years over which my exper- 
ience extended In this matter the in- 
dustry took on, at least, three stages 
of improvement which were distinct- 
ly marked. 
In the first stage both 
the apparatus and the method were 
crude; in this stage the tree was 
tapped by cutting with an axe a 
notch through the bark and more or 
less deeply into the outside wood; 
this notch was so cut as to slope 
downward, with the lower Hp, or 
edge, pitching Inward 
and 
down- 
ward, so as to catch the sap and carry 
It to the lower end of the cut or 
notch, where 
it was caught by 
a 
"spile" driven into the tree Just be- 
low this end of the cut, and carried 
to a point far enough from the tree 
to be caught in a sap trough as It 
dropped from the end of the spile. 


These spiles were made during the 
preceding winter from blocks or bolts 
of straight grained basswood 
(lin- 
den), cut of the right length and 
then split Into strips of the correct 
width, 
which 
resembled 
sections 
sawed from planks. 
The "tapping 
gouge," which was made like a chi- 
sel, with an edge curved into an arc 
of from thirty to forty-five degrees, 
was 
then 
used in splitting 
these 
strips crosswise, and so the strips 
resembled 
snort, 
open 
troughs, 
curved like the gouges at the upper 
end, where it had been used to split 
them off. 


Then, with a sharp jackknife these 
spiles were finished by cutting this 
end of the rough spile from the un- 
der side to an edge, so that when 
completed It had the same shape and 
size as the gouge. 


When the tree had been tapped, as 
before described, the gouge was driv- 
en into it by means of a mallet, 
where the spile was to be inserted; 
then it was taken out, and the spile 
was quickly and tightly driven into 
the cavity just made. 
Many a pleas- 
ant winter evening I helped my fath- 
er make these spiles. 


In the winter days we used to 
make the sap troughs from green 
basswood trees from ten to 
fifteen 
inches in diameter, cut into lengths 
of 
about thirty 
Inches, split into 
halves and each hollowed out with 
an axe, so as to form an open trough 
closed at the ends and holding sev- 
eral quarts. 
When these ti'oughs 
were made they were placed over a 
fire with the bottom upward 
and 
burned inside until they were black 
with coal to keep them from check- 
ing when used in the warm spring 
weather 
as they seasoned. 
Some- 
times these troughs were made of 
ash and cherry; both of these, how- 
ever, before becoming seasoned were 
likely to color the sap. 


In the first stage, too, the sap was 
frequently gathered In pails and car- 
ried to a "store trough" hollowed out 
from a large log, after which it was 
boiled in cauldron kettles until it be- 
came a thick syrup, and then it was 
taken out and to the house to be 
"sugared off" by the women of the 
household; this added materially to 
the burden of their work during the 
early springtime. 
When the sap was 
running fast or there was a "good 
run," as it was called, the men in the 
sugar bush were relieved by this 
method, and so were less likely to 
have the sap go to waste for lack of 
gathering it. 
In such cases the men 
carried their dinners, and many a 
time under such circumstances I have 
stayed in the "bush," as it was called 
for brevity, and boiled sap all night, 
having my meals brought to me.

place of the crude sap trough, while 
the cauldron kettlo gave way to the 
large, opon rectangular boiling pan, 
placed over an arch made of stone or 
brick, with a chimney, and Instead 
of carrying the sap by hand to the 
"store trough" it was drawn on a 
sap sled, carrying two barrels, and 
drawn by a team of horses or oxen; 
then, too, it became the custom to 
"sugar oft" in the woods, and to 
bring the completed product home at 
night in so many cakes, weighing 
from two to three pounds, of hard, 
glistening, toothsome sugar, with a 
flavor that no boy who ever tasted its 
sweetness can ever forget! 


The "sugaring off," too, possessed 
ft rare interest, and took quick, ac- 
curate Judgment. ' The way to tell 
when the sugar was done or when 
the grain was sufficiently hard was 
to test it by taking a small beech 
twig and tying one end of it into a 
loop, say, the size of a penny or a 
ten-cent piece, and then dipping it 
into the boiling syrup and raising it 
out and blowing through the loop 
with the syrup still clinging across 
it. 
When the sugar was ready tp 
take off one could thus blow a string 
of papery white sugar bubbles sev- 
eral feet long. 
Then, too. there were 
other 
tests, like 
noting that the 
syrup boiled up into large bubbles 
that burst like those of boiling soap 
when of the right thickness, and also 
the testing by putting some of tho 
hot syrup on a cake of ice and noting 
how hard the wax thus formed be- 
came. 


In the third stage the axe gave 
way to the "tapping bit" or augur; 
the sheet iron spile to the round spile 
of sumac driven into the hole made 
by the "tapping bit" (which has now 
given place to a corresponding gal- 
vanized iron spile of like form), the 
"store trough" to a large rectangular 
vat, made of plank, or to one in the 
form of a large tub hooped with iron, 
and the ordinary, open, rectangular 
"boiling pan" to the covered vacuum 
pan, while the wooden bucket or pall 
gave place to one made of tin. 


Many a night have I seen my fath- 
er make these sumac spiles, as we 
sat by the great fire in the 
fireplace 
of our humble log house home. 
The 
sumac was gathered from the partly 
cleared fields, brought 
home 
and 
sawed up into pieces about a foot 
long, and then it was ready for the 
further process of completion; about 
one inch and a half from one end it 
would be sawed to the middle of the 
pith, and then the upper half of the 
longer part was split off and the 
other end Avhittled with a jackknife 
to fit a hole made in a board with 
the 
"tapping 
bit." 
The 
finishing 
touches were made by burning out the 
pith with a redhot tine from a com- 
mon hand hayfork. 
The making of 
500 or 600 of thes spiles occupied 
many a busy winter evening of the 
farmer, who, besides this, during the 
short days of winter must see to cut- 
ting and drawing up sufficient dry 
wood for use in this Industry in the 
early spring. 
The proper working 
of a good sized "sugar bush" like ray 
father's, 
some 
600 trees, was no 
small task. 
It was hard work, we 
often had wet feet as we gathered 
the sap by walking through melting 
snows, and sometimes in the cold 
spring rains, but it was quite a source 
of income in those pioneer days, for 
in a good season one might count on 
a yield of from two to three pounds 
of sugar from each fair sized tree.

Tell me the occupation in which a 
man may use more education than 
can a farmer every day upon the 
farm? 
What other occupation per- 
mits the .use of so many different 
courses of studies or offers so many 
pleasurable 
profitable 
experi- 


ments? 
Almost any lino ot study 
can be made profitable In agriculture, 
though, to be sure, some are more 
valuable than others. 
No matter 
how much we think we know about 
(arming, there is still locked up in 
every part of the old farm secrets 
that will one by one reveal them- 
selves to us while we live. 


Farming is a profitable business. 
This Is often disputed, but if you or 
3'our neighbors aren't 
making 
any 
money whose fault is it? 
Are you 
doing the best you know how? Look 
about you and see if there are not a 
great many little leaks which might 
be stopped. 
Are you attending your 
crops to the limits? 
Have you good 
animals and only as many as you can 
feed? 
These questions and others 
will crowd you mind if you will re- 
flect a moment. We admit that farm- 
ing is not extremely profitable with all 
farmers, and this condition prompts 
us to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity of encouraging the farmers to 
educate their boys into a more thrifty 
standard of farmers than their fath- 
ers have been. 
When agriculture is 
pushed to the limit, as all others pro- 
fessions are, it will be seen that farm- 
ing yields among the largest of net 
incomes. 


Again, the profits are sure. 
Un- 
favorable conditions of climate will 
sometimes cut crops short, yet thera 
are fluctuations In all lines. 
His pro- 
ducts never go out of style, but the 
demand may be Increased by produc- 
ing only the best. 
Whenever finan* 
cial or political affairs are such as to 
cause distress among factories and 
mines, the farmer, though his Income 
may be largely cut off, always has 
plenty to eat and to wear. 


That farm life is the most health- 
ful Is conceded by all. 
Far away 
from the filth and the rubbish of the 
city with Its Impure water, teeming 
with microbes, and the germs of dis- 
ease present In every breath "bf air, 
the country boy . may expand 
his 
lungs and inhale the air of freedom, 
healthful and inspiring. 
Those of all 
other employments covet the 
inde- 
pendence of the farmer. 
He goes to 
work when he pleases and quits when 
he gets ready. 
He crowds his work 
or delays it to take advantage of holi- 
days, which are the 
town 
people'? 
busy days. 
Thus he works to suit 
the occasion, the weather 
or his 
pleasure; yet the farmer boy does not 
appreciate these opportunities until 
he has tried some position where he 
is subject to the will of others, and 
where there are no off days. 


One more suggestion, which I will 
offer, is that the surroundings In the 
country encourage right living and 
happiness In this world and a prepa- 
ration for the next—the most impor- 
tant ofl all considerations, 
yet 
tho 
least considered. 


If It seem that a boy has a calling 
for some other line of work, ho might 
do well to leave the farm; but if not, 
we would encourage him to look up- 
on the bright side of farm life as he 
looks only upon tho bright side of 
his would-be profession.

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Some of the pleasantest memories 
of my life as a boy, on the home farm 
in Southern Michigan, carry me back 
over forty years to the time of an­ 
nual maple sugar making. 
During 
the ten years over which my exper­ 
ience extended in this matter the in­ 
dustry took on, at least, three stages 
of improvement which were distinct­ 
ly marked. 
In the first stage both 
the apparatus and the method were 
crude; in this stage the tree was 
tapped by cutting with an axe a 
notch through the bark and more or 
less deeply into the outside wood; 
this notch was so cut as to slope 
downward, with the lower Up, or 
edge, pitching inw^ard 
and 
down­ 
ward, so as to catch the sap and carry 
it to the lower end of the cut or 
notch, where it was caught by a 
"spile” driven into the tree just be­ 
low this end of the cut, and carried 
to a point far enough from the tree 
to be caught in a sap trough as it 
dropped from the end of the spile. 


These spiles were made during the 
preceding winter from blocks or bolts 
of straight grained basswood (lin­ 
den), cut of the right length and 
then split into strips of the correct 
width, 
which 
resembled 
sections 
sawed from planks. 
The "tapping 
gouge,” which was made like a chi­ 
sel, with an edge curved into an arc 
of from thirty to forty-five degrees, 
was 
then 
used in splitting these 
strips crosswise, and so the strips 
resembled 
snort, 
open 
troughs, 
curved like the gouges at the upper 
end, where it had been used to split 
them off. 


Then, with a sharp jackknife these 
spiles were finished by cutting this 
end of the rough spile from the un­ 
der side to an edge, so that when 
completed it had the same shape and 
size as the gouge. 


When the tree had been tapped, as 
before described, the gouge was driv­ 
en into it by means of a mallet, 
where the spile was to be inserted; 
then it was taken out, and the spile 
was quickly and tightly driven into 
the cavity just made. 
Many a pleas­ 
ant winter evening I helped my fath­ 
er make these spiles. 


In the winter days we used to 
make the sap troughs from green 
basswood trees from ten to fifteen 
inches in diameter, cut into lengths 
of 
about thirty 
inches, split into 
halves and each hollowed out with 
an axe, So as to form an open trough 
closed at the ends and holding sev­ 
eral quarts. 
When these troughs 
were made they were placed over a 
fire with the bottom upward and 
burned inside until they were black 
with coal to keep them from check­ 
ing when used in the warm spring 
weather as they seasoned. 
Some­ 
times these troughs were made of 
ash and cherry; both of these, how­ 
ever, before becoming seasoned were 
likely to color the sap. 


In the first stage, too, the sap was 
frequently gathered in pails and car­ 
ried to a "store trough" hollowed out 
from a large log, after which it was 
boiled in cauldron kettles until it be­ 
came a thick syrup, and then it was 
taken out and to the house to be 
"sugared oil" by the women of the 
household; this added materially to 
the burden of their work during the 
early springtime. 
When the sap was 
running fast or there was a "good 
run," as it was called, the men in the 
sugar bush were relieved by this 
method, and so were less likely to 
have the sap go to waste for lack of 
gathering it. In such cases the men 
carried their dinners, and many a 
time under such circumstances I have 
stayed in the "bush," as it was called 
for brevity, and boiled sap all night, 
having my meals brought to me. 


I can never forget the light of the 
roaring fire, the weird shadows in 
the woods about me and the charm 
of this wild, romantic life. 
After all 
these 
years, 
as the indications of 
spring appear I sometimes find my­ 
self longing for this old experience, 
which lives ever young in my mem­ 
ory. 


The second stage saw much im­ 
provement, for in place of the gougt; 
and spile split out by it there came 
the sheet iron spile of a similar form 
and the wooden pail or bucket In 


place of the crude sap trough, while 
the cauldron kettle gave way to the 
large, open rectangular boiling pan, 
placed over an arch made of stone or 
brick, with a chimney, and instead 
of carrying the sap by hand to the 
"store trough" it was drawn on a 
sap sled, carrying two barrels, and 
drawn by a team of horses or oxen; 
then, too, it became the custom to 
“sugar oft" in the woods, and to 
bring the completed product home at 
night in so many cakes, weighing 
from two to three pounds, of hard, 
glistening, toothsome sugar, with a 
flavor that no boy who ever tasted its 
sweetness can ever forget! 


The "sugaring off," too, possessed 
a rare interest, and took quick, ac­ 
curate judgment. ’ The way to tell 
t^hen the sugar was done or when 
the grain was sufficiently hard was 
to test it by taking a small beech 
twig and tying one end of it into a 
loop, say, the size of a penny or a 
ten-cent piece, and then dipping it 
into the boiling syrup and raising it 
out and blowing through the loop 
with the syrup still clinging across 
it. 
When the sugar was ready tp 
take off one could thus blow a string 
of papery white sugar bubbles sev­ 
eral feet long. Then, too, there were 
other 
tests, like 
noting that the 
syrup boiled up into large bubbles 
that burst like those of boiling soap 
when of the right thickness, and also 
the testing by putting some of the 
hot syrup on a cake of ice and noting 
how hard the wax thus formed be­ 
came. 


In the third stage the axe gave 
way to the "tapping bit" or augur; 
the sheet iron spile to the round spile 
of sumac driven into the hole made 
by the "tapping bit" (which has now 
given place to a corresponding gal­ 
vanized iron spile of like form), the 
"store trough“ to a large rectangular 
vat, made of plank, or to one in the 
form of a large tub hooped with iron, 
and the ordinary, open, rectangular 
"boiling pan" to the covered vacuum 
pan, while the wooden bucket or pail 
gave place to one made of tin. 


Many a night have I seen my fath­ 
er make these sumac spiles, as wo 
sat by the great fire in the fireplace 
of our humble log house home. 
The 
sumac was gathered from the partly 
cleared fields, brought 
home 
and 
sawed up into pieces about a foot 
long, and then it was ready for the 
further process of completion; about 
one inch and a half from one end it 
would be sawed to the middle of the 
pith, and then the upper half of the 
longer part was split off and the 
other end whittled with a jackknife 
to fit a hole made in a board with 
the 
"tapping bit." 
The finishing 
touches were made by burning out the 
pith with a redhot tine from a com­ 
mon hand hayfork. 
The making of 
500 or 600 of thes spiles occupied 
many a busy winter evening of the 
farmer, who, besides this, during the 
short days of winter must see to cut­ 
ting and drawing up sufficient dry 
wood for use in this industry in the 
early spring. 
The proper working 
of a good sized "sugar bush" like my 
father's, 
some 
600 trees, was no 
small task. 
It was hard work, we 
often had wet feet as we gathered 
the sap by walking through melting 
snows, and sometimes in the cold 
spring rains, but it was quite a source 
of income in those pioneer days, for 
in a good season one might count on 
a yield of from two to three pounds 
of sugar from each fair sized tree.

Thore has long been a custom 
among farmers to pride themselves 
on educating their boys and girls for 
something besides the farm. In fact* 
the custom has become so fixed that 
whenever a boy seems to possess 
more 
than 
ordinary 
intelligence, 
thoughtless people say that he is too 
smart to be a farmer. You have ob­ 
served that when a boy prepares to 
go away to school this question goes 
the rounds of the community: "What 
is he preparing himself for and what 
is there in it for him?" 


Tell me the occupation in which a 
man may use more education than 
can a farmer every day upon the 
farm? 
What other occupation per­ 
mits the use of so many different 
courses of studies or offers so many 
pleasurable 
profitable 
experi­ 


ments? 
Almost any lino of study 
can be made profitable in agriculture, 
though, to be sure, some are more 
valuable than others. 
No matter 
how much we think we know about 
farming, there is still locked up in 
every part of the old farm secrets 
that will one by one reveal them­ 
selves to us while we live. 


Farming is a profitable business. 
This is often disputed, but if you or 
your neighbors aren’t making any 
money whose fault is it? 
Are you 
doing the best you know how? Look 
about you and see if there are not a 
great many little leaks which might 
be stopped. 
Are you attending your 
crops to the limits? 
Have you good 
animals and only as many as you can 
feed? 
These questions and others 
will crowd you mind if you will re­ 
flect a moment. We admit that farm- 
ing is not extremely profitable with all 
farmers, and this condition prompts 
us to take advantage of the oppor­ 
tunity of encouraging the farmers to 
educate their boys into a more thrifty 
standard of farmers than their fath­ 
ers have been. 
When agriculture is 
pushed to the limit, as all others pro­ 
fessions are, it will be seen that farm­ 
ing yields among the largest of net 
incomes. 


Again, the profits are sure. 
Un­ 
favorable conditions of climate will 
sometimes cut crops short, yet there 
are fluctuations in all lines. His pro­ 
ducts never go out of style, but the 
demand may be increased by produc­ 
ing only the best. 
Whenever finan­ 
cial or political affairs are such as to 
cause distress among factories and 
mines, the farmer, though his income 
may be largely cut off, always lias 
plenty to eat and to wear. 


That farm life is the most health­ 
ful is conceded by all. 
Far away 
from the filth and the rubbish of the 
city with its impure water, teeming 
with microbes, and the germs of dis­ 
ease present in every breath ‘of air, 
the country boy. may expand 
his 
lungs and inhale the air of freedom, 
healthful and inspiring. Those of all 
other employments covet the inde­ 
pendence of the farmer. He goes to 
work when he pleases and quits when 
he gets ready. 
He crowds his work 
or delays it to take advantage of holi­ 
days, which are the town people’s 
busy days. 
Thus he works to suit 
the occasion, the weather 
or his 
pleasure; yet the farmer boy does not 
appreciate these opportunities until 
he has tried some position where he 
is subject to the will of others, and 
where there are no off days. 


One more suggestion, which I will 
offer, is that the surroundings in the 
country encourage right living and 
happiness in this world and a prepa­ 
ration for the next—the most impor­ 
tant of. all considerations, yet the 
least considered. 


If it seem that a boy has a calling 
for some other line of work, ho might 
do well to leave the farm; but if- nor,

Dr. Milton Valentine died about mid- 
night Tuesday night at his home on 
Springs Avenue, Gettysburg, aged 81 yrs., 
1 month and 5 days. 
Dr. Valentine's

On Wednesday evening previous while 
out walking Dr. Valentine was seized with 
terrible pain in his head but managed to 
reach his home. 
Dr. Walter H. O'Neal, 
the family physician, was called and pro- 
nounced his condition as being the result 
of a general breakdown. 
At two o'clock 
in the morning he suffered a slight stroke 
of paralysis which added to the serious- 
ness of his condition. 
Since then he re- 
mained in about the same way, rallying 
slightly at times and once or twice giving 
hope that he might recover, but these 
were soon followed by relapses and Tues- 
day evening he became steadily weaker 
and at midnight the end came. 


Dr. Valentine was one of the most wide- 
ly known and most prominent men of the 
Lutheran church.

Quarterly for many years, contributing 
many articles of permanent value, and in 
addition has written two books which are 
recognized authorities on their subjects— 
Theoretical Ethics an^ Rational Theism 
—which are used as text hiUjKS not only 
in Gettysburg but in many other colleges. 
For sixteen years he was president of 
Pennsylvania College and f o r twenty 
years president of the Theological Sem 
inary in Gettytburg. 


Dr. Valentine was prominent in the 
General Synod, the leading body of the 
Lutheran church and was a leading spirit 
in all of its meetings. 


Dr. Milton Valentine was born near 
Uniontown, Carroll county, Md., Jan, 1, 
1825. 


On Dec. 13, 1855 ho was married to 
Margaret G. Gait of Taneytown, Md. 
The gold.^n wedding anniversary was cel- 
ebrated, therefore within the past two 
months at which time their four children 
were present as follows: Dr. Milton H, 
Valentine, Editor of the Lutheran Observ- 
er, Philadelphia; Sterling Valentine su- 
perintendent of the large iron works at 
Dunbar, Pa. ; Mrs. Henry Siegrist, Leb 
anon, and Mrs. Edgar G, Miller, Colum- 
bia, 
By his wife and these four children 
he is survived.

The Kathleen was a respectable old 
barque, belonging to Messrs. J. and 
IW. Wing, of New Bedford, Massachu­ 
setts. 
She had been in the business 
for many years and 
had 
brought 
home a large number of heavy and 
¡valuable cargoes from the whaling 
aeas. 


We set out from New Bedford on 
the 22d of October, 1901. 
The crew 
¡were all experienced whalers, under 
the command of Captain Thomas Jen­ 
kins, who is himself one of the most 
expert hunters in Massachusetts, and 
¿an ‘'smell a whale” a couple of hun­ 
dred miles off. I myself was attached 
to the Kathleen as third mate. 
On 
this trip the captain was accompanied 
by his pretty young wife, and the 
phip’s company also included a grey 
African parrot, some eight years of 
fcge, the pet of the captain’s wife. 


Our hunting-ground was the “ 12- 
10,” about 1000 miles off the coast 
Df Brazil, in which tropical waters 
i cachalot is found in abundance. 
> had not gone very far, however, 
lefore we experienced our first trou- 
. 
We ran into a fierce southwest 
fcale, and for days, so tempestuous 
Was the wind and so great the fury 
the seas, we had to keep all the 
[ 
latches battened down. 
The Kath- 
een, being quite empty and conse­ 
quently riding very light, was tossed 
Hbout like a straw, and we had a stiff 
Job to keep off the dangerous coasts 
Which we passed. 


Twenty days after leaving port we 
found ourselves in the Gulf of Mex­ 
ico, and the vessel’s nose was then 
pointed towards the Cape Verde Isl­ 
ands, where we increased the num­ 
ber of the crew to forty by taking on 
board a dozen Portuguese sailors. 
The captain then set his course for 
the Rio de la Plata, and ten days 
Hfterwards we fell in with another 
Bedford whaler, which had had a 
Bne haul, and was returning to port 
With some ninety barrels of oil. 
We 
^gammed” this vessel (the colloquial 
expression for exchanging visits), and 
the good fortune of her crew some­ 
what put our captain on his mettle, 
as so far we had not even caught 
light of a whale, let alone captured 
»ne. 


Bad luck, however, seemed to dog 
na 
throughout 
the 
voyage. 
We 
reached the hunting-ground in due 
course and cruised about for several 
days, but our only haul was a tiny 
•perm-whale scarcely worth the trou­ 
ble of pursuing. 
To make matters 
worse we lost our second mate and 
buried him at sea on the 2d of Feb­ 
ruary. The captain, disgusted at the 
111-fortune that was attending his 
tfforts, resolved to leave this hunting- 
ground and try a somewhat more 
northerly region. 
We started off in 
the southeast trades, and experienced 
the most diabolical weather until we 
had crossed the Line. 
Worse still, 
We spotted no more whales, which 
greatly annoyed both tho captain and 
ourselves, seeing that we had now 
been out nearly five months. 


We were bearing up towards the 
Windward Isles one bright evening, 
and were anxiously scanning the seas 
for signs of a “spout” to cheer us up, 
when* tho captain came on deck and, 
enifilng the air, exclaimed: 


•‘Smells like sperm-whale about 
here. 
Bet you a plug of bacqy we 
raise whales to-morrow.” 


I was not disposed to accept the 
»kipper’s challenge, for wo all knew 
that his faculty of smelling the mam­ 
mals was so acute that I should in­ 
evitably lose. And, sure enough, the 
captain was right in his surmise. 


It was the 17th of March, and we 
were in latitude thirteen degrees 
north. 
Bad luck was still behind us, 
we told one another, for we regarded 
that ominous "thirteen”* somewhat 
•significantly. 
We were lolling list­ 
lessly about in our bunks in anxious 
expectancy, when suddenly the look­ 
out bawled; 


“There goes white water!”

meant that a whale was churning and 
«plashing the waves with his tail.

It was certainly the largest 
school of whales that any of the old, 
experienced hunters on the Kathleen 
had ever seen. Truly tho Fates had 
been kind to us after five months’ 
idle cruising about, through storms 
and calms, with only a single in­ 
significant catch to our credit.

Whaling tackle comprises a har­ 
poon attached to the end of a long 
length of Manila rope an inch and a 
half in thickness. 
The harpoon is 
fitted at the end with a hook having 
a single barb, which, however, is 
fixed on a pivot, so that it can swing 
round easily. 
The harpoon is at­ 
tached to a heavy pole of strong, 
tough wood, specially selected so as 
to withstand the severe strains to 
which it is subjected. 
One edge of 
the harpoon is ground fine until it 
has the keenness of a razor, while 
the other is quite blunt. 
The rope 
attached to the harpoon is carefully 
coiled in tubs, so that when it is ra­ 
pidly paid out there is no possibility 
of it becoming entangled and thereby 
pulling at the catch. 
The length of 
rope within tlio tub varies, some con­ 
taining only six hundred feet, while 
others hold twelve hundred feet of 
line. The shaft of the harpoon is ap­ 
proximately thirty inches in length, 
and is made of the best soft iron, so 
that the danger of its breaking under 
the heavy and sudden strains im­ 
posed is rendered a remote contin­ 
gency. Three harpoons—or, to quote 
the whaler’s parlance, “irons"— are 
generally carried in each boat, fitted 
one above the other in the starboard 
bow. 


The harpoon Is used solely for 
hooking the catch, and is absolutely 
useless for killing it. 
For this pur­ 
pose lances resembling long, thin 
spears are utilized. 
They are each 
about four feet in length and have 
broad points as sharp as razors. The 
wooden handles to which the points 
are attached aró about four feet long, 
with light lines fixed to them, so 
that after a thrust has been made 
the lances can be withdrawn if nec­ 
essary with little exertion. 
These 
lances are carried on the port bow, 
and when thrown by a skilful whaler 
penetrate right into the vital parts 
of the catch, thereby quickly render­ 
ing him hors de combat. In battling 
with a big, powerful whale very often 
two or three thrusts will be required. 


In the space of a few minutes the 
whaleboats had loft tho Kathleen’s 
side. 
The captain’s decision to dis­ 
patch all the boats simultaneously 
practically denuded tho whaler of its 
crew, the persone left on board com­ 
prising the captain, his wife, the 
cook, and a cabin-boy. 
This, 
of 
course, left the skipper plenty of 
work to do, since when the boats are 
out, owing to their being low down 
upon the water, their range of vision 
is limited, and they have to receive 
instructions from aboard tho whaler, 
one of the crew being stationed in 
the crow's nest for this purpose.

this case this work had to be car­ 
ried out by the captain. 


I was in charge of the bow boat. 
“First blood" was drawn by the chief 
mate, De Viera, who got his harpoon 
well homo in a big whale. 
As for 
myself, I could not get a glimpse of 
the school; but presently the cap­ 
tain's voice came bellowing over the 
water: "Keep going to leeward, Rey­ 
nolds, and you’ll run right into 'em.” 


My men bent to their long oars, 
and we bore down very rapidly. Wo 
kept going for an hour, and then I 
descried a big bull whale, and at the 
first shot got a good hold of him with 
my harpoon.

Afterwards we somewhat appreciated 
the lady’s feelings for that parrot, 
since it afforded 
us considerable 
amusement by its idle chattering and 
antics when we were adrift upon the 
ocean, thirsty and hungry. 


As we pulled away the Kathleen 
ave a sudden lurch, and with a 
wierd, gurgling sound dived head 
foremost beneath the waves. 
By 
dint of hard rowing, however, v/e 
just managed to clear the whirlpool 
produced by the suction of the sink­ 
ing ship. 


Presently we met the fourth mate, 
Nichols, hanging on like grim death 
to a bull whale that he had har­ 
pooned. 
He and his crew had been 
so intent on their work that they had 
not seen the Kathleen rammed. 
As 
they approached us Captain Jenkins, 
jocular still in spite of the over­ 
whelming misfortune that had just 
befallen him, sang out, "Got him 
fast, Nichols?” 


"Aye, aye, captain," replied the 
mate, proudly. 


"Then I think you had better cut 
him loose," continued the captain, 
dryly, "or else you’ll be taken after 
the Kathleen." 


The mate was amazed. He did not 
understand the skipper’s cryptic re­ 
mark. 


"Cut her loose?” he asked, won- 
deringly. 


"Aye! 
And lively, tool" retorted 
the captain. 
"The old Kathleen’s 
sunk!" 


The men were utterly dumfounded, 
but they soon realized the truth of 
the statement when they looked 
round in vain for a sight of the fa­ 
miliar old barque. 
After v/e had 
briefly recounted the story of the dis­ 
aster, the various boats fell into linp, 
with the crew equally divided among 
them, and the scanty store of pro­ 
visions and water doled out.

We arranged to keep all to­ 
gether at night and to spread out 
during the day over a wide area on 
the look-out for some passing vessel 
which might pick us up. 


We were in an uncomfortable pre­ 
dicament, far off the trade route. 
The nearest land was Barbados, a 
thousand odd miles distant, and the 
captain decided that our best plan 
was to steer in that direction. 
Our 
rations worked out to two biscuits 
and half a gill of water per day— 
not 
a very substantial diet upon 
which to do hard rowing. 
Fortun­ 
ately, however, on the third day the 
captain’s boat fell in with the steam­ 
ship Borderer, of Baltimore, bound 
for Chile. 
Captain Dalton, of the 
Borderer, hove to and cruised round 
in search of- the other boats. 
I was 
picked up second, and later the third 
boat-load was rescued. 


We searched for De Viera until 
nightfall, but without success, and 
then reluctantly gave him up, 
Tho 
Borderer landed us at Pernambuco, 
in Brazil, where we caught the steam­ 
ship Pydna, which brought us back 
to Philadelphia. 


We subsequently learnt that De 
Viera's boat had not been picked up, 
and those on * board 
had passed 
through a most trying experience. 
De Viera had made his way to Bar­ 
bados, rowing a thousand miles with 
a starving crew, the mate maintain­ 
ing his course by the aid of a pocket 
compass. 
When they reached land 
they were nearly dead—and no won­ 
der! 
The water had been doled out 
with a little tin bottletop in the pro­ 
portion of two tablespoonfuls per 
man per day, with half a ship’s bis­ 
cuit each. Providential showers from 
time to time enabled them to slightly 
replenish their water supply, yvhile 
they also succeeded in catching a few 
flying fish, which they ate raw. 
At 
Barbados they fell in with the steam­ 
ship Madiana, bound for New York. 
Six of the company took passage on 
her, and upon arrival at the Metropo­ 
lis of the Western Continent were 
taken in hand and well treated by 
the Seamen's Friendly Society, until 
they secured fresh berths. 
As fon 
myself, upon reaching home I set off 
on another hunt in Hudson’s Bay.—

Are Found in America

HAT percentage of people, even of those Who feel an interest in 


wild animal life, really know that the largest flesh-eating animals 
in the world are found in America? 
People generally believe, 


and have believed for ages, that the African lion is tho king of 
beasts, 
But he is not nearly as largo or as powerful an animal 


as the large brawn be*r of Subarctic America. 
The bears are 
not as ferocious or combative as the lions, nor are they nearly 
as vicious as they are given credit for being; but the largest of them are much 
larger and more powerful than any of the lions. 
It is safe to say that the 
largest of the brown bears of the North would weigh three times as much as 
the largest specimen of lion, and is beyond all question greatly superior in 
strength. 
* 


Comparing these two powerful animals in action, if »brought together in 
combat, the bear would at first appear very clumsy. 
It v/ould not be capable 
of the quick rush or the cat-like spring of tho lion. 
It »would not attack, but 
would remain entirely On the defensive, meeting its adversary with blows of 
such rapidity and terrific force as at once to illustrate its superiority not only 
in strength, but in action. 
I do not believe that there is an animal in the 
world that can act more quickly or effectively or can aim its blows with greater 
certainty than the bear. 


The large brown bears of the Alaska Peninsula, south of Bering Sea, are 
among the largest bears in the world, and it is evident that there is no part 
of the world outside of America in which such large fiesli-eating animals are 
found. 
The bears are fiesh-eaters, or carnivorous, yet there are none of them 
that depend upon flesh for food, and with most of them flesh comprises ‘but a 
very small percentage of their food. 


The large brown bears of the North and those of the Alaska Peninsula, to 
which I shall make special reference, usually travel to the sea when first leav­ 
ing hibernation.—From “Hunting the Great Alaska Bear,” in Scribner.

S our new pure food bill is now in force, it is to be hoped that 
the nefarious practice of unscrupulous merchants adulterating 
food stuffs is at an end. 


Coal tar coloring matter is prohibited. 
The new law, how­ 
ever, allows innocent vegetable coloring matter. It is singular 
that any person should desire food artificially colored, as color­ 
ing matter is absolutely devoid of any food value and it does not 
cnhance the flavor or improve the article colored in any manner whatever, 
except to please the eye. 


It has been stated that borax and boric acid are harmful preservatives. In 
all of my researches, however, I have been unable to find an authentic case 
of boron preservatives ever injuring persons who have partaken of foods pre­ 
served with these mild substances. 


Every day we read of persons having been poisoned in various parts ot 
the country from ptomaine poison. 
The judicious use of boron preservatives 
would prevent such cases. 


Our food we can select according to our desires; our water is more diffi­ 
cult to select'; the air we breathe must be taken into the lungs wherever «we 
are. 
We have no choice of air when we are in crowded, close quarters or in. 
narrow, stuffy streets. 


Our food must be thoroughly masticated so as to prepare it for the action 
of the gastric juices when it enters the stomach. The copious drihking of 
liquids' at meal times so dilutes the gastric juices that they cannot perform her 
functions until some of the liquid is eliminated. 


Our systems require from four to five pints of water per day. 
It -should 
be drunk, however, on arising, between meals and prior to retiring. 


Our breathing is more important to health than our food and drink, con­ 
sequently more attention should be paid to proper ventilation of our publio 
institutions, railway trains, street cars," homes, -etc. 


Tne open air treatment that has proven so successful in curing consump­ 
tion should convince us of the value of ventilation and fresh air. 
If v/e could 
regulate our diet so as to repair all waste as fast as it occurs I believe we 
could live to be as old as Methusalem. 


Skim-Milk as Food 


By Dr. J. A. Gilbert. 


HE millc which is richest in cream is not the most nutritious, for 


the very simple reason that a rich milk is less easily digested and 
absorbed than a milk in which the fat percentage is low. 
As- 


far as its other constituents are concerned, a milk poor in fat is- 
as valuable a food as a milk rich in fat. 


The fat percentage, the popular standard by which milk 1» 
judged, is most valuable, »while the proportions of the albuminiodsr 
sugars and salts vary but little in the different samples of milk. 
In other 
words, while the energy-producing and heating qualities of the several kinds of 
milk may be great or little, the valuable proteid ingredients, which igo to the 
building-up of the tissues—the prime property of any food—remain very much 
the same in all varieties of cows’ milk. 


Thus a “thin" milk is for all purposes, save the energy and heat produc­ 
tion, as valuable a food as the so-called “rich" milk. Indeed, it not infrequently 
happens, as the experimental breeding of young growing animals has shown, 
that a thin milk may prove, in the long run, more flesh-forming than a rich 
milk, inasmuch as the former is less liable to introduce gastroenteric dis­ 
orders. 
Let us consider what this means. 
It means, first of all, that the enormous 
quantity of skim-milk produced in this country could be turned to more econom­ 
ical use than the feeding of animals or the mfciufactuvo of “ivory” for table- 
knives and piano-keys. 
The despised skim-milk is a valuable article of food, 
capable of »supplying many of the wants of the organism, and, from its light­ 
ness and digestibility, peculiarly suitable to those whose digestive powers are 
debilitated. 
It means, further, that buttermilk, which can be had for the ask­ 
ing almost everywhere in this country, is also, a valuable food for men and 
women, although at present utilized only to feed pig-s. 


Surely, if he is esteemed the greatest benefactor to the race who can grow 
two grains of corn where only one grew before, in like manner honor should 
be paid him who rescues a waste product and transforms it into a valued 
article of a nation’s diet.—Medical Review.

only as places of safe keeping and not of possible regeneration. 
Could the American women, who are so sympathetic natural­ 
ly, realize the”almost insurmountable obstacles with which prison officials 
battle to give humane treatment to prisoners and to maintain health and well 
being among them, then they would be aroused to action. 
It is greatly to the 
credit of Superintendent Collins, of the New York state prisons, that in spito 
of such obstacles the convicts are no longer forced to go through the drill of 
tho lockstep, to »wear striped clothing or to have their hair clipped.

The 
wooden handles to which the points 
are attached are about four feet long, 
with light lines fixed to them, so 
that after a thrust has been made 
the lances can be withdrawn if nec- 
essary with little exertion.

lances are carried on the port bow, 
and when thrown by a skilful whaler 
penetrate right into the vital parts 
of the catca. thereby quickly render- 
ing him hors de combat. In battling 
with a big, powerful whale very often 
two or three thrusts will be required.

L&rgest Flesh-Eating 
Animals in Me World 


Are Found in America 


By Andrew J. Stone. 


HAT percentage of people, even of those n*o fee! an interest in 


wild animal life, really know that the largest flesh-eating animal* 
ia tie world are found in America* 
People generally -believe, 


and have believed for ages, thai the African lion is the king of 
beasts. 
But be is not nearly as large or as powerful an animal 


as the large brown bear of Subarctic America. The bears are 
not as ferocious or combative as the lions, nor are they nearly 


as Ticious as they are given credit for being; but the largest of them are much, 
larger and more powerful than any of the lions. 
It is safe to say that the 
largest of the brown bears of the North would weigh three times as much as 
the largest specimen of lion, and is beyond all question greatlv superior in 
strength. 


Comparing these two powerful animals in action, if brought together Sa 


combat, the bear would at first appear very clumsy. 
It would not be capable 


of the quick rush or the cat-like spring of the lion. 
It .would not attack, but 


would remain entirely on the defensive, meeting its adversary with blows of 
such rapidity and terrific force as at once to illustrate its superiority not only 
in strength, but in action. I do not believe that there is an animal in the 
world that can act more quickly or effectively or can aim its blows with greater 
certainty than the tear. 


The large brown bears *f the Alaska Peninsula, south of Bering Sea, are 


among the largest bears in the world, and it is evident that there is no part 
of the world outside of America in which such large flesh-eating animals are 
found. 
The bears are flesh-eaters, or carnivorous, yet there are none of them 


that depend upon flesh for food, and with most of them flesh comprises but a 
very small percentage of their food. 


The large brown bears of the North and those of the Alaska Peninsula, TO 


which I shall make special reference, usually travel to the sea when first leav- 
ing hibernation.—From "Hunting the Great" Alaska Bear," in Scribner.

It is singular 
that any person should desire food artificially colored, as color- 
ing matter is absolutely devoid of any food value and it does not 


enhance the flavor cr improve the article colored in any manner whatever, 
except to please the eye. 


It has been stated that borax and boric acid are harmful preservatives. In 


all of my researches, however. I have been unable to find an authentic case 
of boron preservatives ever injuring persons who have partaken of foods pre- 
served with these mild substances." 
Every day we read of persons having been poisoned la various parts of 


the country from ptomaine poison. The judicious use of boron preservatives 
would prevent such cases. 


Our food we can selset according to our desires: our water is more diffi- 


cult to select"; the air we breathe must be taken into the lungs wherever -we 
are. 
We have no choice of air when we are in crowded, close quarters or In 
aarrow, stuffy streets. 


Our food must be thoroughly masticated so as to prepare It for the action 


of the gastric juices when It enters the stomach. The copious driuking of 
liquids at meal times so dilates ibe gastric juices that they cannot perform her 
functions until sorne of the liquid Is eliminated. 


Our systems require from four to five pints of water per cav. 
Ii should 


be drunk, however, on arising, between meals and prior to reiirlnc. 


Car breathing Is more Iiaporzaac to health than our food and drink, con- 


sequently more attention should oe paid to proper ventilation ~of our public 
institutions, railway trains, street cars." homes, etc. 


Tne open air treatment that has proven so successful ia curing consump- 


tion should convince us of the value of ventilation and fresh air. 
If we could 


regulate our diet so as to repair all waste as fast as it occurs I believe we 
jould live to be as old as Jlethu=aleia. 


Skim-Milk as Food

milk which is richest in cream is not the most nutritious, for 


the very simple reason that a rich, milk is less easily digested and 
absorbed than a milk In which the fat percentage Is low. 
As 


far as its other constituents are concerned, a milk poor in fat is- 
as valuable a foof as a milk rich In fat. 


The fat percentage, tbe popular standard by which milk is 


judged, is most valuable, Awhile the proportions of the albuminiods, 


sugars and salts vary but little in tie different samples of milk. 
In other 


words, while the energy-producing and heating qualities of the several kin-ds of 
milk may be great or little, the valuable proteid Ingredients, which go to the 
building-up of the tissues—the prime property of any food—remain very much- 
the same- in all varieties of cows" milk. 
Thus a "thin"' milk is for all purposes, save the energy and beat produc- 


tion, as valuable a food as the so-called "rich" inilk. Indeed, it not Infrequently 
happens, as the experimental breeding of young growing animals has" shovrn, 
that a thin milk may prove, in the long run, more flesh-forming thaa a rich, 
milk, inasmuch as tae former is less liable to introduce gastroenteric dis- 
orders. 
Let us consider what this means. 
It meaas, first of all, that the eaormous 


quantity of skim-milk produced In this country could be turned to more ecoaom- 
ical use than ihe feeding of animals or the manufacture of -ivory'' for table- 
knives and piano-keys. 
Tfce despised skim-milk is a valuable article of food, 


capable of supplying many of the wants of the organism, and, from Its light- 
ness and digestibility, peculiarly suitable to those whose digestive powers are 
debilitated. 
It means, further, That buttermilk, which can be hac for tee ask- 


ing almost everywhere in this country, is also, a valuable food for men and 
women, although at present utilized only to feed pigs.

Precious stones of every variety 


were imported into the United States 
last year in larger Quantities than 
erer before, writes the Washington 
correspondent of the New York Even- 
ing Post. Most diamonds came in 
than in the thre<? years beginning 1897. 
The importation of roughs diamonds 
•was seven times larger than in 1897, 
the diamond cutting industry in this 
country having greatly increased in 
recent years. The total value of these 
importations for last year amounted 
to $34,998,513. 


High prices paid for diamonds to- 


" day have made the search for these 


previous stones in this country and 
Canada keener than ever before. There 
are four regions in this country where 
diamonds have been found. The Pa- 


1 c:Sc Coast, caieSy along the western 


i»ase of the Sierra Nevada, in the cen- 
tral counties of California, associated 
.with gold in the cement gravel; along 
the line of the moraine of the ancient 
ice sheet in Wisconsin, Michigan, In- 
diana, and Ohio; in Kentucky and Ten- 


1 nessee; and in the Atlantic States 


from Virginia to Alabama, chiefly 
along the eastern base of the Appala- 
chians in what is known as the Pied- 
mont region. Scientists have been un- 
able to discover the actual place of 
origin of the diamonds found in these 
regions. Those of the Pacific Coast 
and Atlantic States are known to have 
been derived I»y erosion from near-by 
mountain ranges, and the diamonds of 
The northern drift are supposed to 
have come from somewhere in the 
"Dominion of Canada. 


The diamonds discovered in Ten- 


nessee and Kentucky which have been 
found in loose and superficial deposits, 
and those ia the Atlantic and Pacific 
regions, which for the most part have 
been met with in .Trashing for gold, 
are from sources which scientists of 
the Geological Survey have been un- 
able to trace definitely, even in the- 
ory.

I hope 
that when you have completed this term 
you may start life anew and prove to be 
a useful citizen."

THERE WERS RECORD-BREAKING 
v ^IMPORTATIONS LAST YEAR. 


Search for Diamond Fields on This 
Continent—Popularity of the Pearl 
—Where Precious Stones Are Found 
in This Country.; 


' % 
* ' 
*■ 
Precious' stones of every variety 
were imported into the United States 
last year in larger quantities than 
ever before, writes the Washington 
correspondent of the New York Even­ 
ing Post. 
Most diamonds came in 
than in the three years beginning 1897. 
The importation of rought diamonds 
was seven times larger than in 1897, 
the diamond cutting industry in this 
country having greatly increased in 
recent years. The total value of these 
Importations for last year amounted 
to $34,998,513. 


’High prices paid for diamonds to­ 
day have made the search for these 
precious stones in this country and 
Canada keener than ever before. There 
are four regions in this country where 
diamonds have been found. 
The Pa­ 
cific Coast, chiefly along the western 
base of the Sierra Nevada, in the cen­ 
tral counties of California, associated 
»with gold in the cement gravel; along 
the line of the moraine of the ancient 
ice sheet in Wisconsin, Michigan, In­ 
diana, and Ohio; in Kentucky and Ten­ 
nessee; and in the Atlantic 
States 
from Virginia 
to Alabama, 
chiefly 
along the eastern base of the Appala­ 
chians in what is known as the Pied­ 
mont region. Scientists have been un­ 
able to discover the actual place of 
origin of the diamonds found in these 
regions. 
Those of the Pacific Coast 
and Atlantic States are known to have 
'been derived by erosion from near-by 
mountain ranges, and the diamonds of 
the northern drift are siipposed to 
<havo come from somewhere in the 
Dominion of Canada. 


The diamonds discovered in Ten* 
nessee and Kentucky which have been 
found in loose and superficial deposits, 
and those in the Atlantic and Pacific 
regions, which for the most part have 
•been met with in »washing for gold, 
are from sources which scientists of 
the Geological Survey have been un­ 
able to trace definitely, even in the­ 
ory. 
A report recently appeared that 
two diamonds had been found near 
Syracuse, N. Y., and that one of them 
had subsequently been sold to a resi­ 
dent of Springfield, Mass. 


Sapphires are found in considerable 
quantity at Yogo Gulch, Mont., and 
workings for these gems is gradually 
developing into a great and perma­ 
nent mining industry. 
It is expected 
th a t tlie production of sapphires in 
this section will soon be quadrupled. 
Tfeje Montana sapphires are not of 
*&x&e size. 
They are brilliant, free 
from flaws, and of good color, rang­ 
ing from light shades to the rich deep 
‘blue of Oriental sapphires. 
They are 
sent to Amsterdam for cutting, and 
are extensively used as watch jewels. 


Wholly unecjnal to the demand in 
th# United States for emeralds has 
been the supply of this popular gem, 
which is imported mostly from Co­ 
lombia. 
The 
emerald-bearing area 
northwest of Bogota is declared to be 
very extensive, the Government hold­ 
ings alone being estimated at nearly 
100,000 acres. 
The emerald is today 
at the high ti3e of its popularity and 
price. 
Many of the finest of these 
gems recently imported into this coun­ 
try were undoubtedly taken from old 
jewels by their owners in Colombia, 
who were tempted to part with them 
•by the increased price at which they 
are selling. 


Pearls are as popular as> ever, espe­ 
cially in the United States, and the 
present demand is causing a drain 
upon the pearl banks of Ceylon which 
has been recently the subject of an 
investigation by the English Govern­ 
ment for the purpose of -studying the 
life history of the pearl oyster, its 
parasites and enemies, and the meth­ 
ods for increasing its production. 
Discovery of old and new gems in 
various sections of the country has 
stimulated 
the 
trade in 
American 
gems. 
Utalxlite'is already coming in­ 
to use as. a gem and decorative stone, 
and is especially popular in semi-bar­ 
baric jewelry where a rich but not 
a precious gem is desired. 
It is a 
green variscite, translucent and golden 
green in color, and was discovered 
near Salt Lake City. 


California gems are 
growing 
in 
popularity and the increased interest 
in them has stimulated the search for 
tourmaline, beryl, topaz and kunzite. 
These crystals are of especial interest 
<o mineralists, and George Frederick 
Kunz, the gem expert who lias made 
n study of the region where these 
gems are found, thinks that it bids 
fair to rival the Ural 
Mountains, 
Which for fifty years have led the 
world in the production of precious 
stones. 
Some prospecting has been 
done in Maine for gems at Mt. Mi­ 
chael and other mining localities, but 
the tourmalines found did not exceed 
in value a few thousand dollars. Tur­ 
quoise mines in California and Nevada 
have increased in production, and 
have more than made up for the de­ 
creased production of the turquoise 
mines in New Mexico and Arizona. 
Black quartz, cut in the form of beads 
lias been sold throughout the world 
in competition with rich green a ven­ 
tu ring which sparkles with specks of 
mica. 
Great quantities of this stone 
lia^e been taken from the. Black Hills 
c f Soujh Dakota. 


Among the stones which have been 
* found in large quantities in Amelia 
’County in Virginia, and for .which 
there is a considerable demand, are 
the ^amethyst, topaz, malachite and 
amazon stone. f,

LOVES A 
PRIZE FIGHT. 


Curious 
Methods 
of 
Entertaining 
Oriental Mojiarchs.

Of all -the devices, adopted by 5 the 
English government to entertain the 
ruler of Afghanistan during his visit 
to India, which is costing the national 
treasury the trifling sum of | 1,000,000, 
the one which seems to have been the 
most successful of all 
has 
been the 
boxing contests, a n d 1 at his request 
matches of this kind are got up al­ 
most daily for his entertainment. Ban­ 
quets, state functions, reviews and 
even sham battles have ended by bor­ 
ing him. But he never tires of a hotly 
contested encounter with the gloves, 
and his interest and delight in the 
noble art of self-defence peculiar to 
the English speaking races are un­ 
bounded. 


The Ameer is by no means the only 
Oriental monarch entertained by the 
British sovereign who has manifested 
tastes of this particular character. 
Thus old Nazr-ed-Din, grandfather and 
predecessor of the present Shah of 
Persia, got so worked up about boxing 
on the occasion 
of his first 
stay in 
England that nothing would satisfy 
him but a full fledged prizefight; that 
is to say, a real one, with bare knuck­ 
les and blood. W ith many precautions 
an encounter of this kind was arrange 
ed for his edification by the officials 
charged with his amusement, and it 
took place in the stables of Bucking­ 
ham palace. 
Unfortunately, the Shah 
was lamentably deficient in that vir­ 
tue of punctuality which is inappropri­ 
ately described as “the 'politeness of 
kings," 
and he came 
down 
to 
the 
stables late, with the result that the 
prizefight overlapped an appointment 
which had been made 
for the 
late 
Lord Shaftesbury, the Archbishops of 
Canterbury and of York, and a delega­ 
tion of bishops, to plead before him 
the cause of Christian missions in the 
land of Iran. 
They came at the ap­ 
pointed hour and were conducted by 
officials, unaware of what was in pro­ 
gress in the royal 
stables, 
to 
tlie 
Shah’s presence there. 
The prelates, 
horror struck by the spectacle present­ 
ed to their pious eyes, retreated pre­ 
cipitately, followed by old Lord Shaft­ 
esbury, not before he had given vent 
to his indignation in a loud tone of 
voice, and protesting that he would de­ 
nounce "the horrid scandal all over the 
kingdom." It was only with the* utmost 
difficulty that he was eventually ap­ 
peased. It did not, however, interfere 
with the enjoyment of the Shah, who 
could not be brought to understand 
the objection of his visitors to a spec­ 
tacle which he considered so delect­ 
able. 
In fact, he could never under­ 
stand W estern 
squeamishness, 
and 
was disposed to regard it as an unin­ 
telligible discourtesy when the Eng­ 
lish authorities refused to hang a man 
just in order to show him how the 
gallows worked and the trap door was 
sprung.—New York Tribune.

he had been with the man inquired or 
on the previous 
day. 
Sometimes 
these outlaws kill one another, usually 
over a bird rookery which two or morjQ 
of them claim. I passed the camp of 
two of them, beside which liung a 
dozen otter skins, and a few days later 
learned that 'both had been killed, 
probably in a quarrel, but possibly by 
some third outlaw, tempted by their 
wealth of skins.

Persons entitled to such bounty and 


desirous of securing tbe same must take 
the body of the animal or tbe entire pelt 
before a magistrate, alderman or justice 
of tbe peace of the county in which the 
animal was killed and swear that he kill- 
ed it, giving the principle details of kill- 
ing. The magistrate must then, in the 
presence of tbe applicant and at least 
one other elector of the county cut off 
the animal's ears and bam them. The 
officer is then to give the applicant a cer- 
tificate to the county commissioners and 
the commissioners are in turn to draw 
the proper ordet on the county treasurer. 
The commisaiaaers are Jo make affidavit 
seim-annuaUy to the state of the amount 
paid out in bounties ana the state is then 
to reimburse such county. 


Any attempts to collect bounties ille- 


gally are misdemeanors each punishable 
by a fine of from $100 to $500 or impris- 
onment of oae day for each dollar of the 
fine imposed.

Whaling is at all times an exciting 
a n d exhilarating vocation, but It sel- 
|dom happens in tho strenuous battle 
'between tho hunters and tho mam- 
'mals that the monarch of tho ocean 
oomes off best. 
Yet now ând then 
dramatic tragedies are reported from 
jthe whaling-grounds, and the roll of 
fatalities caused by the prosecution 
of this dangerous calling Is apprécia- 
Wy lengthened. I t Is doubtful, how- 
•Ter, if tho whaling industry can fur- 
minh many such another thrilling ad- 
¿renture as that which 
befell the 
¡whaler Kathleen during her last sea- 
son In the tropical seas in quest of 
t h e cachalot or sperm-whale—which, 
fcy the way, is one of tho "gamiest*' 
members of the cetacean tribe. 


The Kathleen was a respectable old 
liArque, belonging to Messrs. J. and 


Wing, of New Bedford, Massachu- 
setts. 
She had been in the business 
for many years and 
had brought 
home a large number of heavy and 
irmluable cargoes from the whaling 
•eas. 


We set out from New Bedford on 
the 22d of October, 1001. 
Tho crew 
iwere all experienced whalers, under 
Ihe command of Captain Thomas Jen- 
kins, who Is himself one of tho most 
expert hunters in Massachusetts, and 
tan "smell a whale" a couple of hun- 
Jired miles off. I myself was attached 
to the Kathleen as third mate. On 
Ihls trip the captain was accompanied 
by his pretty young wife, and the 
»hip's company also Included a grey 
African parrot, some eight years of 
Hge, the pet of the captain*s wife. 


Our hunting-ground was the "12- 
10," about 1000 miles off the coast 
Df Brazil, In which tropical waters 


a whale blowing quite close to us. 
Then up came another, followed by 
a third, fourth, and fifth, until pres- 
ently tho sea all round us was a mass 
of fountains as the mammals rose to 
the surface to spout. 
By a stroke of 
luck we had r u n Into a veritable 
school of cachalots. 


Tho captain showed »^ot the slight- 
est sign of excitement, although he 
was Inwardly boiling over with the 
good fortune that had come his r/ay. 
He quietly climbed up aloft so as to 
obtain a good survey all round, and I 
soon followed him. 


"Gee! W e have r u n into 
about 
three hundred of 'em," he remarked. 


eled through the water at breakneck 
speed, throwing tho spray In all di- 
rections, and the men had dlfllculty 
in 
baling the water out quickly 
enough to prevent the boat from be- 
coming waterlogged. 


"I'll hold on to him If he takes us 
to Brassll!" I exclaimed to my men, 
who were in a fever of excitement a t 
the sport offered by our catch. But 


him no more. 
Not that the concus- 
sion had damaged his anatomy In the 
slightest, for a sperm-whale's head Is 
like an India rubber ball. 


The hole torn In the sido of tho 
Kathleen was of enormous 
dimen- 
sions, and we saw at once that the 
poor old ship was doomed, 
A sperm- 
whale's head Is the largest part of 
Its body, and t h e rent 
practically 


presently, as I know would be the gaped from the keel to the main deck, 
case, the whale came to the surface When the whale withdrew its head 
again to spout; 
and then, 
getting 
and sank the stricken barque rolled 
close up to him, I jabbed my lances over, and the water rushed Into the 
Into him for all I was worth. 
For- hole with the fury of a mountain tor- 
tunately every throw told, and we | rent. 
Hurriedly we pulled up to the 


promptly backed out of his way, as 
he was now In his death-struggles. 
He plunged his tall In all directions, 
and as I knew the cachalots aro very 
pugnacious I kept a sharp eye upon 
him In case he decided to rush at the 


At last, however, he expired. 


^ e cachalot Is found In abundan^^.e. 
w e had not gone very far, however, 
)efore v/e experienced our first trou- 
pe. 
We ran Into a fierce southwest 
^ale, and for days, so tempestuous 
•ras tho wind and so great the fury 
the seas, wo had to keep all the 


f 
latches battened down. 
The Kath- 
een, being quite empty and conse- 
quently riding very light, was tossed 
>bout like a straw, and we had a stiff 
job to keep off the dangerous coasts 
Which we passed. 


Twenty days after leaving port we 
found ourselves in tho Gulf of I^Iex- 
ico, and the vessel's nose was then 
pointed towards the Cape Verdo Isl- 
jinds, where we Increased the num- 
ber of the crew to forty by taking on 
Doard a dozen Portuguese 
sailors. 
The captain then set his course for 
the Rio de la Plata, and ten days 
Hfterwards Ave fell in with 
another 
Bedford whaler, v/hich had had a 
Bne haul, and was returning to port 
•Pith some ninety barrels of oil. W e 
••gammed" this vessel (the colloquial 
ftxpression for exchanging visits), and 
the good fortune of her crew some- 
what put our captain on his mettle, 
as so far we had not even 
caught 
»ight of a whale, let alone captured 
tone. 


Bad luck, however, seemed to dog 
as 
throughout 
t h e voyage. W e 
reached the hunting-ground In due 
course and cruised about for several 
days, but our only haul was a tiny 
•perm-whale scarcely worth the trou- 
ble of pursuing. 
To mako matters 
worse we lost our second mate and 
buried him at sea on the 2d of Feb- 
ruary. 
The captain, disgusted at the 
Ill-fortune that was attending his 
efforts, resolved to leave this huntlng- 
l^o^nd and try a somewhat 
more 
northerly region. 
We started off In 
the southeast trades, and experienced 
tho most diabolical weather until we 
had crossed tho Line, 
Worse still, 
We spotted no more whales, v/hich 
greatly annoyed both tho captain and 
ourselves, seeing that we had now 
been out nearly five months. 


We were bearing up towards the 
Windward Isles one bright evening, 
and were anxiously scanning the seas 
for signs of a "spout" to cheer us up, 
when' tho captain came on deck and, 
•nlfllng the air. exclaimed: 


"Smells 
like 
sperm-whale 
about 
here. 
Bet you a plug of bacçy we 
ralso whales to-morrow." 


I was not disposed to accept the 
«kipper's challenge, for wo all knew 
that his faculty of smelling tho mam- 
mals was so acuto that I should in- 
evitably lose. 
And, sure enough, the 
captain was right in his surmise. 


It was the 17th of March, and we 
were In latitude 
thirteen 
degrees 
north. 
Bad luck was still behind us, 
"we told one another, for wo regarded 
t h a t 
ominous "thirteen"' somewhat 
Blgnlficantly. 
W e were lolling list- 
lessly about in our bunks in anxious 
expectancy, when suddenly the look- 
out bawled; 


"There goes white water!'* Ho 
meant that a whale was churning and 
»plashing the waves with his tall. 


"Where away?" roared the skip- 
per* 


"Two p'Ints on the weather bow!" 
•'AU hands on deckf" shouted the 
captain, 
excitedly, 
"Sperm-whale! 
lx)ok lively!" 


The various members of the crew 
sprang from their bunks and tumbled 
«P the companion-way as fast as po^r 
«ible, falling over one another In 
their haste. 
The deck, which had a 
moment before been almost deserted, 
was now a scene of the most intense 
excitement and bustle. 
Tho Portu- 
g e s e sailors were running to and fro, 
s e t t i n g out the tackle aud lowering 
the boats, and above the babel of 
tongues the lookout's voice could be 
h^ard 
distinctly 
as h e sang out, 
*'Thtre she blows!" 


I rushed to the ship's side aud saw 


Ing In the slightest, for on all sides 
as far as we could see were tho black, 
lolling bodies of tho whales, blowing 
their spouts of water high into the 
air. 
It was certainly tho 
largest 
school of whales that any of the old, 
experienced hunters on the Kathleen 
had ever seen. 
Truly tho Fates had 
been kind to us after five months' 
Idle cruising about, through storms 
and calms, with only a single In- 
significant catcii to our credit. 


The captain 
was 
determined to 
profit as much as possible by this 
stroko of good luck. 
"Lower every 
boat," ho yelled, and in a few sec- 
onds, 
amid 
much 
groaning and 
squeaking, the four whaleboats which 
we carried were being swung from 
their davits into tho water. 
As soon 
as the boats touched the water the 
crews, eager for tho coming fray, 
tumbled Into them and got the tackle 


and we set out to tow him to tho 
ship, 


Tho first mate had also made a 
splendid haul—a big cow whale—and 
I saw him towing his quarry up to 
the ship, where he moored her on 
tho port side, and the tackle was run 
out from the masthead of the whaler 
In order to raise the dead mammal 
into the right position to be stripped 
of its blubber and other products. 


At this moment the skipper caught 
sight of an enormous bull whale on 
the starboard quarter, and, overcome 
by tho excitement of the chase, he 
yelled, "HI! there, mate! Get after 
that bull. 
We'll see to tho cow." 


Nothing loath, De Viera and his 
men bent to their oars again 
and 
made their way tov/ards the bull. He 
was a wicked-looking brute as he 
lay upon tho water, his large bullet 
head standing out like a rock. His 
aboard. 
Soon 
they 
wero 
pulling ^^ck was studded with large lumps, 


might and main away from the ship. 


Whaling tackle comprises a har- 
poon attached to the end of a long 
length of Manila rope an inch and a 
half In thickness. 
The harpoon is 
fitted at the end with a hook having 
a 
single barb, which, however, is 
fixed on a pivot, so that It can swing 
round 
easily. 
The harpoon Is at- 
tached to a heavy pole of strong, 
tough wood, specially selected so as 
to withstand t h e severe strains to 
which it is subjected. 
One edge of 
the harpooa is ground fine until it 
has the keenness of a razor, while 
the other is quite blunt. 
The rope 
attached to the harpoon is carefully 
coiled in tubs, so that when it is ra- 
pidly paid out there is no possibility 
of it becoming entangled and thereby 
pulling at the catch. 
The length of 
rope within tho tub varies, some con- 
taining only six hundred feet, while 
others hold twelve hundred feet of 
line. 
The shaft of the harpoon is ap- 
proximately thirty inches in length, 
and is made of the best soft Iron, so 
that the danger of its breaking under 
the heavy and sudden strains im- 
posed is rendered a remote contin- 
gency. 
Three harpoons—or, to quote 
tho whaler's parlance, 
"irons"—are 
generally carried In each hoat, 
fitted 
one above the other in the starboard 
bow. 


The 
harpoon is used solely f o r 
hooking the catch, and Is absolutely 
useless for killing it. 
For this pur- 
pose 
lances 
resembling 
long, 
thin 
spears are utilized. 
They aro each 
about four feet In length and have 
broad points as sharp as razors. T h e 
wooden handles to which tho points 
are attached arò about four feet long, 
with light lines fixed to them, so 
that after a thrust has been 
made 
the lances can be withdrawn if nec- 
essary with little exertion. 
These 
lances are carried on the port bow, 
and when thrown by a skilful whaler 
penetrate right into the vital parts 
of the catch, thereby quickly render- 
ing him hors de combat. 
In battling 
with a big, powerful whale very often 
two or three thrusts will be required. 


In the space of a few minutes the 
whaleboats had loft tho Kathleen's 
side. 
The captain's decision to dis- 
patch all t h e boats 
simultaneously 
practically denuded tho whaler of its 
crew, the persone left on board com- 
prising the captain, his wife, tho 
cook, and a cabin-boy. 
This, of 
course, left the skipper 
plenty of 
work to do, since when the boats are 
out, owing to their being low down 
upon the water, their range of vision 
is limited, and they havo to receive 
instructions from aboard tho Avhaler, 
one of the crew being stationed in 
the crov^f's nest for this purpose. In 
this case this work had to be car- 
ried out by the captain. 


I was in charge of tho bow boat. 
"First blood" was drawn by tho chief 
mate. De Viera, who got his harpoon 
well homo in a big whale. 
As for 
myself, I could not get a glimpso of 
tho school; but presently t h e cap- 
tain's volco came bellowing over the 
water: "Keep going to leeward, Rey- 
nolds, and you'll run right into 'em." 


My men bent to their long oars, 
and we bore down very rapidly. Wo 
kept going for an hour, and then I 
descried a big bull whale, and at tho 
first shot got a good hold of him with 
my harpoon. 
Now the fun began in 
real earnest. 
He was a big bruto, 
capable of yielding, I should think, 
some forty barrels of oil, so I de- 
termined to stick to him, come what 
might. 
Soon I was able to get a 
lance home, and the blood spurted 
out in a fountain from the puncture 
I made in his body. 
He lashed his 
tail about In Impotent rage, and tne 
water was quickly churned up into 
pinky foam. 


Then tho great brute 
"sounded" 
— t h a t is, dived in an attempt to get 
away. 
The rope attached to the har- 
poon flew out like lightning, with a 
hlsfe aud a roar. 
Two or three 


which showed that he had been pre- 
viously harpooned more than 
once, 
but had always succeeded in making 
his escape. 
Now, a bull whale who 
has got away from the harpoons a 
few times is the most dangerous and 
vicious brute to tackle. 
H e al\7ays 
shows fight and does not take long 
to make up his mind to attack you; 
nor does he wait to be hiirpooned 
first.' 
This fellow was about a hun- 
dred feet in length, and I should 
think weighed about the same num- 
ber of tons. 
De Viera and his men 
pulled lustily tov/ards the whale, but 
he did not wait for them; he turned 
his bullet head in their direction and 
came straight for them. 
It was an 
anxious and thrilling moment, but 
the danger did not daunt the mate. 
Standing In the prow, with his har- 
poon poised in tho air,' he 
calmly 
watched t h e approaching 
monster. 
At the psychological 
moment he 
plunged it with such terrific force 
into the cetacean's back that it dis- 
appeared from sight in the flesh. The 
whale "sounded" immediately, and 
rather unexpectedly, taking the line 
out with a buzz and whirr. I n fact, 
it ran out so rapidly that the friction 
on the gunwale twice set it in 
flames, 
and the men in the boat were hard 
put to keep the heat dov/n with buck- 
ets of water. 
As suddenly as he had 
dived, however, the brute stopped his 
mad career, aud the slack was quick- 
ly hauled In, 
He then rose to the 
surface directly ahead of them, and 
spouted terrific columns of water into 
the air in his rage. 


The boat was cautiously approach- 
ing the mammal—whose 
ponderous 
tail was lashing the water into clouds 
of spray and foam—in order to get 
another thrust home, when, without 
a moment's warning, the whale set 
off at full speed. 
The men could not 
pay out the rope quickly enough, and 
the boat was towed a t express speed 
through the water, while In her gun- 
wale, whero the running rope chafed 
tho wood, a big rent was charred by 
the 
friction. 
De Viera, 
hov^^ever, 
stuck tenaciously to his quarry, and 
was too much preoccupied in his task 
to observe its tactics. 


But from our position we took In 
the situation at a glance. 
The whale 
had directed its nose towards t h e 
Kathleen, aud was now bearing down 
on her broadside at full tilt. 
H e was 
traveling at over twenty miles an 
hour, spouting and thrashing t h e 
water furiously the whole time. 


At this 
juncture I realized t h e 
cause of this unexpected 
develop- 
ment. 
Tho whale v;as bent on re- 
venge. 
Evidently t h e cow whale 
which De Viera had previously killed 
was the bull's spouse, and he could 
now see her dejyi body rolling list- 
lessly on the water, which was dyed 
for 
yards 
aroimd 
with her life- 
blood. 
So great are the ties of af- 
fection between 
male and female 
whales that a bull will defend his 
mate through thick and thin, and at 
such times is a highly dangerous foe. 


Do Viera, who had up to this point 
held on tightly, saw that something 
unusual was going to happen, so with 
his hatchet ho promptly severed the 
harpoon rope. 
That action saved his 
boat and companions. 
The 
whale, 
however, never swerved for an in- 
stant from his object, 
As he ap^ 
preached t h e Kathleen he slightly 
ducked his head, for all the world 
like a charging buffalo, and smashed 
clean into t h e barque right 
amid- 
ships, just under the waterline on the 
starboard 
side. 
T h e impact was 
terrific. 
The huge square head of 
the whale, filled with its several tons 
of spermaceti, crashed through t h e 
hull of the ^barque as if It were card- 
board, and we distinctly heai'd t h e 
groaning and splintering of the tim- 
bers, 
Hitting the çide of the ship BO 
squarely as this made the barque 
shiver from stem to stern, and, being 
empty and light, she almost roiled 
over uudsr the impact. 
The whala»^ 


Kathleen's side In order to take off 
the skipper, his wife, tho cook, and 
cabin-boy. 
There was just time for 
the captain to secure eighty pounds 
of biscuit and eighteen gallons of 
water; then he leapt down Into tho 
boat. 
Just as we were about to push 
oft from the foundering vessel, the 
captain's wife cried. In great alarm: 


'Polly! 
You've forgotten my bird! 
We must fetch her." 


The crew cursed that bird vehe- 
mently, and could not understand a 
woman bothering about a parrot at 
such a moment. 
However, one of 
the men hastily scrambled up t h e 
Kathleen's sido and rescued the bird. 
Afterwards we somewhat appreciated 
the lady's feelings for that parrof, 
since it afforded us considerable 
amusement by Its idle chattering and 
antics when we were adrift upon the 
ocean, thirsty and hungry. 


As we pulled away the Kathleen 
gave a sudden 
lurch, and with a 
wierd, gurgling 
sound dived 
head 
foremost 
beneath t h e waves. By 
dint of hard rowing, however, v/e 
just managed to clear the whirlpool 
produced by the suction of the sink- 
ing ship. 


Presently we met the fourth mate, 
Nichols, hanging on like grim death 
to a bull whale that he had 
har- 
pooned. 
He and his crew had been 
so intent on their work that they had 
not seen the Kathleen rammed. As 
they approached us Captain Jenkins, 
jocular 
still in spite of the over- 
whelming misfortune that had just 
befallen him, sang out, "Got 
him 
fast, Nichols?" 


"Aye, aye, captain," replied t h e 
mate, proudly. 


"Then I think you had better cut 
him loose," continued t h e captain, 
dryly, "or else you'll be taken after 
the Kathleen." 


The mate was amazed.' He did not 
understand the skipper's cryptic re- 
mark. 


"Cut her loose?" he asked, won- 
deringly. 


"Aye! 
And lively, tool" retorted 
the 
captain.

The men were utterly dumfounded,

After v/e had

stock gave twenty pounds of biscuit 
and four and a half gallons of watei* 
to 
each 
boat, 
each 
carrying t e n

We arranged to keep all to- 
gether a t night and to spread out 
during the day over a wide area on 
the look-out for some passing vessel 
which might pick us up. 


We were in an uncomfortable pre- 
dicament, f a r off the trade 
route. 
The nearest land was Barbados, a 
thousand odd miles distant, and tho 
captain decided that our best plan 
was to steer in that direction. Our 
rations v/orked out to two biscuits 
and half a gill of water per day— 
not 
a very substantial 
diet 
upon 
which to do hard rowing. 
Fortun- 
ately, however, on the third day tho 
captain's boat fell in with the steam- 
ship Borderer, of Baltimore, bound 
for Chile. 
Captain Dalton, of tho 
Borderer, hovo to and cruised round 
in search of- the other boats. I was 
picked up second, and later the third 
boat-load was rescued. 


We searched for De Viera xintll 
nightfall, but without success, and 
then reluctantly gave him up. The 
Borderer landed us at Pernambuco, 
in Brazil, where we caught the steam- 
ship Pydna, which brought us back 
to Philadelphia, 


Wo subsequently learnt that De 
VIera's boat had not been picked up, 
and 
thoso 
on ' board had passed 
through a most trying 
experience. 
Do Viera had made his way to Bar- 
bados, rowing a thousand miles with 
a starving crew, the mate maintain- 
ing his course by the aid of a pocket 
compass. 
When they reached land 
they were nearly dead—and no won- 
der! 
The water had been doled out 
with a little tin bottletop in the pro- 
portion of two tablespoonfuls per 
man per day, with half a ship's bis- 
cuit each. 
Providential showers from 
time to time enabled them to slightly 
replenish their water supply, while 
they also succeeded in catching a few 
flying fish, which they ate raw. At 
Barbados they fell in with the steam- 
ship Madiana, bound for New York. 
Six of the company took passage on 
her, and upon arrival at the Metropo- 
lis of the Western Continent 
were 
taken In hand and wall treated by 
the Seamen's Friendly Society, until 
they secured fresh berths. 
As foi* 
myself, upon reaching home I set ofi 
on another hunt in Hudson's Bay.—

Animals in the World

HAT percentage of people, even of those Who feel an interest in 


wild animal life, really know that the largest flesh-eating animals 
in the world are found In America? 
People generally believe, 


and have believed for ages, that the African lion Is the king of 
beasts, 
But he i-s not nearly as largo or as powerful an animal 


as thè large brown he^r of Subarctic America. 
The bears are 
not as ferocious or combative as the Hons, nor are they nearly 
as vicious as they are given credit for being; but the largest of them are much 
larger and more powerful than any of the Hons. 
It is safe to say that tne 
largest of the brown bears of the North would weigh three times as much as 
the largest specimen of lion, and is beyond all question greatly superior in. 
strength. 
^ 


Comparing these two powerful animals in action, if -brought together in 
combat, the bear would at first appear very clumsy. 
It v/ould not be capable 
of the quick rush or the cat-like spring of tho lion. 
It would not attack, but 
would remain entirely On the defensive, meeting Its adversary with blows oi 
such rapidity and terrific force as at once to illustrate Its superiority not only 
in strength, but in action, I do not believe that there Is an animal in the 
world that can act more quickly or effectively or can aim its blows with greater 
certainty than the bear. 


The large brown bears of the Alaska Peninsula, south of Bering Sea, are 
among the largest bears in the world, and it Is evident that there Is no part 
of the world outside of America In which such large 
flesh-eating 
animals are 
found. 
The bears are flesh-eaters, or carnivorous, yet there are none of them 
that depend upon flesh for food, and with most of them flesh comprises .but a 
very small percentaige of their food. 


The large brown bears of the North and those of the Alaska Peninsula, to 
which I shall make special reference, usually travel to the sea when first leav- 
ing hibernation.—From "Hunting the Great Alaska Bear," in Scribner. 


Impure Air and Water, 


Health's Great Foe

S our new pure food bill is now in force. It Is to be hoped that 
the nefarious practice of unscrupulous merchants 
adulterating 
food stuffs is at an end. 


Coal tar coloring matter Is prohibited. 
The new law, how- 
ever, allows innocent vegetable coloring matter. It is singular 
that any person should desire food urtificlally colored, as color- 
ing matter is absolutely devoid of any food value and it does not 
enhance the flavor or improve the ai'ticle colored in any manner whatever, 
except to plea-so the eye. 


It has been stated that borax and boric acid are harmful preservatives. In 
all of my researches, however, I have been unable to find an authentic case 
of boron preservatives ever injuring persons who have partaken of foods pre- 
served with these mild substances. 


Every day we read of persons having been poisoned in various parts oc 
the country from ptomaine poison. 
The judicious use of boron preservatives 
would prevent such cases. 


Our food we can select according to our desires; our water is more difll- 
cult to select'; the air we breathe must be taken into the lungs wherever -we 
are. 
We have no choice of air when we are in crowded, close quarters or l a 
narrow, stuffy streets. 


Our food must be thoroughly masticated so as to prepare it for the action 
of the gastric juices v/hen it enters the stomach. 
The copious driliking of 
liquk^s' at meal times so dilutes the gastric juices that they cannot perform her 
functions until some of the liqui-d is eliminated. 


Our systems require from four to five pints of water per day. 
It -should 
be drunk, however, on arising, between meals and prior to retiring. 


Our breathing is more important to health than our food and drink, con- 
sequently more attention should be paid to proper ventilation "of our publio 
institutions, railway trains, street cars," homes, -etc. 


Tne open air treatment that has proven so successful in curing consump- 
tion should convince us of the value of ventilation and fresh air. 
If v/e could 
regulate our diet so as to repair all waste as fast as it occurs I believe we 
oould live to be as old as Methusalem. 


Skim-Milk as Food

D r . J . A . G i l b e r t . 


HE milk which is richest in cream is not the most nutritious, for 
T 


l 
the very simple reason that a rich milk Is less easily digested and 
I 
absorbed than a milk in which the fat percentage is low. As 
far as its other constituents are concerned, a milk poor in fat is 
as valuable a food as a milk rich in fat. 


The fat percentage, the popular standard by which milk is 
judged, is most valuable, while the proportions of the albuminiods,. 
sugars and salts vary but little in the different samples of milk. 
In other 
words, while the energy-producing and heating qualities of the several kinds of 
milk may be great or little, the valuable proteld ingredients, which igo to the 
building-up of the tissues—the prime property of any food—remain very much 
the same In all varieties of cows' milk. 


Thus a "thin" milk is for all purposes, save the energy and heat produc- 
tion as valuable a food as the so-called "rich" milk. Indeed, it not infrequently 
happens, as the experimental breeding of young growing animals has shown,, 
that a thin milk may prove. In the long run, more 
flesh-forming 
than a rich 
milk, inasmuch as the former is less liable to introduce 
gastroenteric dis- 
orders. 


Let us consider what this means. 
It means, first of all. that the enormous 
quantity of skim-milk produced in this country could be turned to more econom- 
ical use than the feeding of animals or the m.'^iufacturo of "ivory" for table- 
knives and piano-keys. 
The despised skim-mllk is a valuable article of food, 
capable of supplying many of the wants of the organism, and, from its light- 
ness and digestibility, peculiarly suitable to those whose digestive powers are 
debilitated. 
It means, further, that buttermilk, which can be ha-d for the ask- 
in? almost everywhere in this country. Is also, a valuable food for men and 
women, although at present utilized only to feed pigs. 


Surely, if he is esteemed the greatest benefactor to the race who can grow 
two grains of corn where only one grew before, in like manner honor should 
be paid him who rescues a waste product and transforms it into a valued 
article of a nation's diet.—Medical Review,

person concerning the Vi'ork going on In tho prisons of America, 
Peope seem to lose sight of the fact that when a man comes from 
tho prison he should be enabled to start over aigain »with some 
new hope. 
It is pitiful to think that prisons are regarded here 


only as places of safe keeping and not of possible regeneration. 
Could the American women, who are so sympathetic natural- 
ly, realize the"almost insurmountable obstacles with 
which 
prison 
ofllcials 
battle to give humane treatment to prisoners and to maintain health and well 
being among them, then they would be aroused to action. 
It is greatly to the 
credit of Superintendent Collins, of the New York state prisons, that in spite 
of such obstacles the convicts are no longer forced to go through the drill of 
tho lockstep, to /wear striped clothing or to have their hair clipped. 
Another 
great reform has been the placing of glass windows in the prison walls. 
Since 
this was done the death rate has been reduced CG per cent, and the death rate 
from tuberculosis 71 per cent 


But there is much more to be done in the way of reform, and upon women 
this work must, for the greater part devolve.

Industrial or denatured alcohol is a 
name applied to untaxed ethyl alco^ 
hoi, obtained by the fermentation of 
starch, sugar and other fermenu4>le 
carbohydrato 
matter of plants; to 
which has been added some substance, 
often methyl (wood) alcohol that will 
render it unfit for use as a beverage 
without affecting its value for use in 
the arts. 


The authorities at the New Mexlty 
College of Agrlctulture think that the 
manufacture of industrial alcohol from 
cactus can reasonably be considered 
within the range of possibilities.—In- 
diana Parmer.

Precious^ »ton^s 
of 
every 
variety 
were Imported into the United States 
last 
year in larger quantities 
than 
ever before, writes the 
Washington 
correspondent of the New York Even- 
ing Post. 
Most diamonds came In 
than in the three years beginning 1897. 
Tlie importation of rought diamonds 
was seven times larger than in 1897, 
the diamond cutting industry in this 
country having greatly increased in 
recent years. The total value of these 
importations for last year amounted 
to $34,998,513. 


•High prices paid for diamonds to- 
day have made the search for these 
precious stones in this country and 
Canada keener than ever before. There 
are four regions in this country where 
diamonds have been found. 
The Pa- 
cific Coast, chiefly along the western 
base of the Sierra Nevada, in the cen- 
tral counties of California, associated 
.with gold in the cement gravel; along 
the line of the moraine of the ancient 
ice sheet In Wisconsin, Michigan. In- 
diana, and Ohio; in Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee; and in the Atlantic 
States 
from 
Virginia 
to 
Alabama, 
chiefly 
along the eastern base of the Appala- 
chians in what is known as the Pied- 
mont region. 
Scientists have been un- 
able to discover the actual place of 
origin of the diamonds found in these 
regions. 
Those of the Pacific Coast 
and Atlantic States are known to have 
Toeen derived by erosion from near-by 
mountain ranges, and the diamonds of 
the northern 
drift are supposed 
to 
have come from somewhere in 
the 
Dominion of Canada. 


The diamonds discovered in Ten* 
nessee and Kentucky which have been 
found in loose and superficial deposits, 
and those in the Atlantic and Pacific 
regions, which for the most part have 
•been met wit'h in washing for gold, 
are from sources which scientists of 
the Geological Survey have been un- 
able to trace definitely, even in the- 
ory. 
A report recently appeared that 
two diamonds had been found near 
Syracuse, N. Y., and that one of them 
had subsequently been sold to a resi- 
dent of Springfield, Mass. 


Sapphires are found in considerable 
quantity at Yogo Gulch, Mont., and 
workings for these gems is gradually 
developing into a great and 
perma- 
nent mining industry. 
It is expected 
that tlie production of sapphires in 
this section will soon be quadrupled. 
Tfe-p Montana 
sapphires are not of 
size. 
TTiey are brilliant, free 
from flaws, and of good color, rang- 
ing from light shades to the rich deep 
'blue of Oriental sapphires. 
They are 
•sent to Amsterdam for cutting, and 
are extensively used as watch jewels. 


Wholly unecînal to the demand in 
Ih^ United Stales for emeralds 
has 
been the supply of this popular gem, 
which is imported mostly from Co- 
lombia. 
The 
emerald-bearing 
area 
northwest of Bogota is declared to be 
very extensive, the Government hold- 
ings alone being estimated at nearly 
100,000 acres. 
The emerald is today 
at the high tiae of its popularity and 
price. 
Many of the 
finest 
of these 
gems recently imported into this coun- 
try were undoubtedly taken from old 
jewels by their owners in Colombia, 
who were tempted to part with them 
by the increased price at which they 
are selling. 


Pearls are as popular as ever, espe- 
cially in the United States, and the 
present demand is causing a 
drain 
upon the pearl banks of Ceylon which 
has been recently the subject of an 
investigation by the English Govern- 
ment for the purpose of studying the 
life history of the pearl oyster, its 
parasites and enemies, and the meth- 
ods for increasing its production. 


Discovery of old and new gems in 
various sections of the country 
has 
stimulated 
the 
trade 
in 
American 
gems. 
UtahliteMs already coming In- 
to use a^. a gem and decorative stone, 
and is especially popular in seml-bar- 
barlc jewelry where a rich but not 
a precious gem is desired. 
It Is a 
green variscite, translucent and golden 
green in color, and was 
discovered 


near Salt L'^ke City.

Oriental Mojiarchs. 


Of all ¡the devices, adopted 
b y ' t h e 
English government to entertain the 
ruler of Afghanistan during his visit 
to India, which is costing the national 
treasury the trifling sum of |1.000,000, 
the one which seems to have been the 
most successful of all 
has 
been the 
boxing contests, and ^ at i^is request 
matches of this kind are got up al- 
most dally for his entertainment. Ban- 
quets, 
state functions, reviews 
and 
even sham battles have ended by bor- 
ing him. But he never tires of a hotly 
contested encounter with the gloves, 
and his interest and delight in the 
noble art of self-defence peculiar to 
the English speaking races are un- 
bounded. 


The Ameer is by no means the only 
Oriental monarch entertained by the 
British sovereign who has manifested 
tastes 
of this particular 
character. 
Thus old Nazr-ed-Din. grandfather and 
predecessor of the present Shah of 
Persia, got so worked up about boxing 
on the occasion 
of his first 
stay in 
England that nothing would satisfy 
him but a full fledged prizefight; that 
is to say. a real one, with bare knucic- 
les and blood. With many precautions 
an encounter of this kind was arrang- 
ed for his edification by the officials 
charged w^Ith his amusement, and it 
took place in the stables of Bucking- 
ham palace. 
Unfortunately, the Shah 
was lamentably deficient in that vir- 
tue of punctuality which is inappropri- 
ately described as "the politeness of 
kings." 
and he came 
down 
to 
the 
stables late, with the result that the 
prizefight overlapped an appointment 
which had been made 
for the 
late 
Lord Shaftesbury, the Archbishops of 
Canterbury and of York, and a delega- 
tion of bishops, to plead before him 
the cause of Christian missions in the 
land of Iran. 
They came at the ap- 
pointed hour and were conducted by 
officials, unaware of what was In pro- 
gress in the royal 
stables, 
to 
the 
Shah's presence there. 
The prelates, 
horror 
s t r u c k by the spectacle present- 
ed to their pious eyes, retreated pre- 
cipitately, followed by old Lord Shaft- 
esbury. not before he had given vent 
to his indignation in a loud tone of 


v o i c e , and protesting that he would de- 
nounce "the horrid scandal all over the 
kingdom." It w a s o n l y with the- utmost 
difficulty that he was eventually ap- 
peased. 
It did not. however, interfere 
with the enjoyment of the Shah, who 
could not be brought to understand 
the objection of his visitors to a spec- 
tacle which he considered so delect- 
able. 
In fact, he could never under- 
stand Western 
squeamislmess. 
and 
was disposed to regard it as an unin- 
telligible discourtesy when the Eng- 
lish authorities refused to hang a man 
just in order to show him how the 
gallows worked and the trap door was 
s p r u n g . — N e w York Tribune.

The mazes of 
the Ten 
Thousand 
Islands have proved a sanctuary for 
the pursued 
since before the Civil 
War during which they harbored de-

parent ignorance that the need there- 
for has passed. 
Often in the cypress 
or mangrove -swamps which border the 
Everglades you will meet m\3n who 
turn their faces away, or, if they look 
toward you, laugh as you ask their 
names. 
After 
they 
have 
passed, 
your boatman 
will mention 
names 
that will recall to your memory stor- 
ies of tragedies. 
These men trap ot- 
ters, shoot alligators and plume birds, 
selling skins, hide and plumes to deal- 
ers who 
go 
to 
them 
secretly, 
or 
through Indians, who often help but 
never betray them. 
When I asked 
an Indian whom I knew well when he 
had last seen a certain one of these 
refugees his "Um-um -no 
see, long 
time," together with an earnest shake 
of his head, would have been convinc- 
ing if I had not happened to know that 
he had been with the man inquired of 
on the previous 
day. 
Sometimes 
these outlaws kill one another, usually 
over a bird rookery v/hich two or mor^ 
of them claim. I passed the camp of 
two of them, beside which hung a 
dozen otter skins, and a few days later 
learned that both had 
been 
killed, 
probably in a quarrel, but possibly by 
some third outlaw, tempted by their 
wealth of skins. 
The 
country 
in 
which they live is a labyrinth. 
The 
big rivers fork into smaller streams, 
which divide and ...form into 
çreeks 
that, although deep, will for miles give 
passage only to skiffs, for which a way 
must 
frequently î be 
cleared 
with 
knives through .vines and overhanging 
bushes. 
Often these 
creeks 
branch 
out into hundreds of shallow channels, 
making a

mangrove 
keys 
in each 
square .mile.

NOXIOUS ANIMAL LAW, 


Y A bill creating bountieii fur the de* 
•tmctioti of certain noxious animKU mid 
Jipproprifttii.g 150,000 to carry out the 
pruTislons of the net, bns bccomc a law 
b j tlio governor siguiug the incafiure. It 
becomes ciTcclivo at oncc aud lis provi- 
•ions will be of interest to those living 
in the rural district 
The bounties are 
A« follows: Each wildcat» | 4 ; fox, $2; 
weasel or mink, 
Originally the bill 
provided $1 for CAch horned or barred 
owl or goshawk, but these were struck 
out. 


Persons entitled to such bounty and 
desirous of securing the same must take 
the body of tho animal or the entire pelt 
before a magistrate, alderman or jitsticc 
of tho peace of the county in which tho 
animal was killed and swear that he kill* 
ed it, giviug tho principle details of kill- 
ing. 
Tho magistrate must then, in the 
presence of tho applicant aud at least 
one other elector of tho county cut off 
tho animars cars aud burn them. 
Tho 
oflicer is then to give tho applicant a cer- 
tifícate to the county commissiouers aud 
tho commissioners arc in turn to draw 
tho proper ordei on tho county treasurer. 
The commissiouers are to make aflklavit 
semi-annually to the slate of the amount 
paid out in bounties ana the state is then 
to reimburse such county. 


Any attempts to collect bounties ille* 
gaily are misdemeanore each punishable 
by a iiuo of from $100 to ljí500 or impris- 
onment of oue day for each dollar of the 
fíne imposed.
